Orrawa, Feb. 28.—In the Senate this af- 
teruoon Mr. Macdonald of British Columbia 
asked the Government for inforniotion con- 
cerning the defences of the province, and 
whether the Imperial or Dominion Govern- 
ments intended to commence the erection 
of batteries ab Esquimale, Senator 
Macdonald said he hoped he would 
not be considered an alarmist in 
asking thequeation, bub in yiow of currend 
events in Europe it was well to consider these 
matters. The necessities for some moans of 
defence on our Pacifio coasts Lad been fully 
acknowledged by both the Imperial and Do- 
minion Governments, 

Mr. Abbott, the Government Leader, said 
that @ large umber of Imperial dispatches 
and orders-in-oouvcil in relation to these de 
fences had been received by the Militia De- 
partinent and the correspondence was stil 
proceeding. Theso despatches were in 
the main of a confidential nature. It 
bad not yet beeu lecided definitely 
whether the erection «f batteries near 
Esquimalt will be proceeded with this year. 
Negotiations between the Iinperfal and Do- 
minion Governments respecting the prepara’ 
fion of armaments were also of a contidential 
nature, but they wore proceeding satisfactorily. 

Mr. Molnones of British Oolumbia drew 
attention to other pointy on the Pacific Coast 
that should not be overlooked if fortifloa- 
tions wore tobe established. He mentioned 
tho termiutis of the Canadian Pacific Railway 
in particular, whioh, of all places io the 
Province, ought to bo protected.

the States than the mother country. We 
sent $37,323,161 worth of produce to the 
United States, against $33,648,284 worth 
sent to Great Britain. The classification of 
the exports indicates to what a large extent 
we depend upon the American markets. We 
sent $478,260 worth of minerals to Great 
Britain and $3,341,308 worth to the United 
States. Of fish and fish oil we sent $1,544,- 
901 worth to Great Britain ; but $3,123,853 
worth to the United States, Of the pro- 
ducts of the forest $8,932,177 worth went 
to Great Britain and $10,622,388 worth te 
the United States. Of miscellaneous articles 
we sent $66,340 worth to Great Britain and 
£701,616 worth tothe United States. Of 
agricultural products we sent $4,292,640 
worth to Great Britain and $10,386,278 
worth to the United States. It is only in 
apimals and their products and in manu 
factures that thie British market draws 
more largely than the American market 
from us. England took $7,595,000 worth 
of animals, whereas the United Statosdook 
$688,392 worth ; and $1,762,894 worth of 
manufactured articles, while the United 
States took $1,623,025 worth. —Ex.

Interrogation tho first; Why does God 
take gubof this world those who are useful 
and whom We cannot spare and leave alive 
and in good health so many who are only a 
nuisance or a positive injury to the world?

Many 
of the most useful mon and women die at

Similar quostions aro 
often asked, Horo are two men, The one 
is a noble character and a Christian man; he

division of receipts, in a oramercial Union. 
and sald commissioners sliall report to the 
President, who shall lay the report beforo 
Congress.”

So the oyster has ejected a mucous sub- 
stance and covered the grain of sand, and 
this substance harde: forms a pearl. I 
think that is such a nice idea. If youand I 
could only shed around all our petty trifles 
some such substance and make them into 
things of lasting beauty, not only to ourselves 
but to others. Yes, a woman has power, 
and when she uses it for good she is a bene- 
factor to mankind. We have one great and 
noble work to do. To do it well we need a 
many-sided multi-form culture. The heights 
and depths, and also the failings of human 
life must not be beyond our vision. We 
must have much knowledge and the strength 
that springs from knowledge. 

Every thought that we put into our ehil- 
dren’s minds we are accountable for—and, 
therefore, let us put always noble thoughts 
in the virgin soil and with judicious water- 
ings, surely we may expect good fruit. 
There was never a great man yet who had 
not a great mother. It is the first few years 
of our life that makes us. The rest is 
polish and veneer, which adds to the ap- 
pearance but not to the sterling worth, and 
not only is it to our children that we must 
give help, but to all who need it.—Ex.

Such an insult was too gross to be allow- 
ed to pass unpunished and Mr, A. F, Wood 
administered the necessary castigation, The 
Empire reports Mr. Wood as saying that 
he ‘protested in the strongest manner 
against members of the House being gross: 
ly and wantonly insulted by having such 
observations directed to thom. They were 
there as the representatives of the people, 
and the member of the assembly, be he on 
the Government benches or otherwise, far 
exceeded his rights when he indulged in 
such expressions as the Provincial Treasur- 
erhad uttered.

CANADA AND THE UNITED 

STATES, 

A valuable contribution has been made 
to the discussion which has been going on 
In the United States on the speculative 
subject of the annexation of the Do- 
minion of Canada to that country, by 
Professor J. G. Schurman, Profeas- 
or of Philosophy at Corne!! University. 
Prof. Schurman is a native of Nova Scotia 
and was formerly a member of the faculty 
of Dalhousie College, Halifax, Ho took a 
leading part in the firat meeting (in 1885) 
of the Imperial Federation League at Mont- 
real, and he has been a thorough student 
of Canadian politics. He is the latest con- 
tributor to the discussion in the Forum of 
the possible annexation of Canada to the 
United States. Prof. Schurman,a syuupsis 
of his article issued by the publishers in- 
forms us, sees 50 great a career for Canada 
that he opposes annexation. He reviews 
the history of the Provinces, describes their 
vast territory and resources, and concludes 
that in their development a rapidly increas- 
ing population will tind labor and riches ; 
and that the future holds too large a prom- 
ise for Canadians to be willing to make such 
a breach of their traditions as to become a 
part of the United States.

ties, Whilelhe was endeavoring to show how 
essontial it was to the mainter f Ca 
nada’s rights in relation to othor countries 
that Canadians should direct the nogotia 


tion of all international arrangemonts aflect- 
ing Cayada, the Speaker oall d 
order, the reason given being that ho was 
discussing the quostion of Canada making 
her own commorcial treaties, which had 
been decided upon this session by vote of 
the House. Dr. Macdonald closed with an 
appeal to the House to act in this matter 
in a spirit of independence, looking to 
roator freedom of trade betwoon Canada 
and the United States 

Mr. Jonos of Halifax followed. Ha 
assorted that the Govornment knew no 
middle course between doflance and servil 
ity, and whether their domeanor was 
characterized by one or the othor it waa 
woak always and always led to loss on the 
part of Canada. 

Mr. Kenny followed and nssorted that 
Mr, Jones had dragged into the discussion 
the dismissal of Collector Ross after that 
gentloman had requested that his dismissal 
should not bo discussed in the House. 

After rocess the discussion was continued 
by Hon. Poter Mitchell. He had no doubt 
whatever, he said, that Sir Charles Tupper 
had come out to America bearing the 
peraonally-oxprossod opinions of the British 
Cabinet on the relations of Canada and the 
United States in the prosont caso, and that 
ho would reopen negotiations for a new 
treaty with the United States. In faot, 
from what tho Premier had said, it would 
acem that negotiations or preliminary of- 
ficiul arrangements have already been 
begun. 

Sir John Macdonald donled that he had 
suggested in avy way that negotiations 
had beon begun, All he had said was 
that he had ynofficial information as ta 
the opinions of the incoming Administra- 
tion. 

Mr, Casey and Mr. Davis followed in 
favor of the resolution, the latter making 
some remarks which oalled out Sir John 
Thompson, 

He said the regord showed that Canada had 
followed a conciliatory course upon the ter- 
mination of these clauses and had gone so far 
as to give free tothe United States the fishery 
privileges about which it was proposed 
to negotiate. The Opposition anid wa 
had put am unwarrantable jnterpretatiou 

nu the treaty of 1818, narrow and inhuman. 

But it Was no new interpretation, being pre:

The de- 
partment is not yet advised of the number 
of licenses issued by the Government of 
Newfoundland, but it must be considerably 
1@xcess of that issued under the authority: 
of the Dominion Government since the pri- 
viloge of purchasing bait was frecly takon 
advantage of by a large proportion of the 
| fleetof the United States fishing vessels 
engaged in deep sea fishing on the banks. 
‘The total number of United States fishing 
vezselsin the Gulf was 83, which is lesa 
than was ever known to be there in any 
previous season ; the catch of these vessels 
is reported at 10,428 barrels, as against 
17,568 barrels in 1887. 

The number of Canadian vo:sels cngageil 
in the mackerel fishery during the past 
season is estimated at 130. 

The hook and line fishing inshore was 
carried on to a much larger extent than in 
former years, and to many of the fishormen 
engaged therein proved remuneratiye the 
high price which they obtained for their 
fish compensating many of them for the 
| paucity of their catch. 

The only seizureduring the season was 
that of a small sloop rigged boat found fish- 
ing in the Bay of and near Campobello; 
the boat was subsequently given up to tlic 
owners upon the payment of expenses in- 
curred in the safekeeping of the same. 

Lleut. A. R. Gordon, R.N., in command 
of the fisheries 
this interesting allusion to the movemonts of 
the mackerel, which fith the fleet was prin- 
cipally engaged in protecting in the Gulf of 
St. Lawrence. A 

The mackerel appeared ou tho Nova 
Scotia const early in June. They were ac- 
companied by ao large fleet of United States 
sei ors horrassing them and thus previ pting 
them lingering on the coast. Some large 
catches were made off Chedabucto Bay and 
tho fish were followed round Scatterie to 
Cape North, where they were lost sight of. 
The Bradelle and Orphan Banks were then 
searched and some vessols wentto the La 
brador, but the fish did not show up again 
in any quantity till Iate in July, when for a 
short time they “schooled” freely between 
Escuminao and North Point, some fair 
catches being then made. During the rest 
of the season the fish showed fitfully, but in 
smal! schools and very wild. In September 
most of the fish taken were raised by troll- 
ing bait, and wlien the fish rose, the seine 
was shot round both fish and vessel, mak- 
ing a small catch. Canadian seiners prac 
tised this method to some extent, and also 
revertod successfully at the close of the sea 
son to the old method of hook and line. 
fe The change in the habits of the mackerel] 
and their almost complete extinction in 
places they used to frequent is undeniablo; 
and the investigation of the causes of the 
change is most desirable, as it affects one of 
our most valuable inshore fisheries,

intensity the decreased productiveness of the 
west Atlantic mackerel fishery :

Comments such as these are scattered 
liberally through this introductory text. 
We present below soime excerpts from Mr, 
Warner’s paper. 

THF, PROVINOF, OF MANITOBA. 

The province of Manitoba, says Mr. 
Warner, is an interesting political and 
social study, It is very unlike Ontario or 
British Columbia, tts. development has 
been in freedom and self-help. ~* * * * 
It is Western in its spirit and its sympa- 
thies. Before the building of the Canadian 
Pacific its communication was with Minne- 
sota. Its interests now largely lie with its 
southern neighbors. It has a feeling of 


| irritation with too much federal dictation, 


| Colone 


and frets under the still somewhat undefin- 
ed relations of power between the federal 
and the provincial governments, as was 
seen in tho railway conflict. Besides, the 
natural exchange of products between south 
and north—between the lower Mississippi 
and the Red River of the north and the 
north-west prairies—is going to increase ; 
the north and south railway lines will have, 
with the development of industries and ex- 
change of various sorts, a growing impor- 
tance compared with the great east and west 
lines, Nothing can stop this exchange and 
the need of it along our whole border west 
of Lake Superior. It is already active and 


growing, even on the Pacific, between 
Washington ‘Territory and British Co- 
lumbia, 


For these geographical reasons, and es 
pecially on account of similarity of social 
and political development, I was strongly 
impressed with the notion that if the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway had not been built 
when it was, Manitoba would by this time 
have gravitated to the United States, and 
it would only have been a question of time 


)} when the remaining Northwest should have 


fallenin. The line of the road is very well 
settled, and yellow with wheat westward to 
Regina, but the farms are often off from the 
line, as the railway sections are for the most 
part still occupied; and there are many 
thriving villages. 

A BIG HERD OF BUFFALO. 


Naturally on the rail we saw little game, 
except ducks and geese on the frequent 
fresh-water ponds, and an occasional coyote 
and pr sirleabee! But plenty of large game 
still can he found further north, At Stony 
Mountain, fifteen miles north of Winnipeg, 
the site of the Manitoba penitentiary, we 
saw a team of moose which Colonel Bedson, 
the superintendent, drives fleet animals, 
going easily fifteen miles an hour. ‘They 
were captured only thirty-five miles north 
of the prison, where moose are abundant, 

{ Bedson has the only large herd of 
the practically extinct buffalo. There are 
about a hundred of these uncouth and 
picturesque animals, which have a range of 
twenty or thirty miles over the plains, and 
are watched by mounted keepers. ‘They 


| were driven in, bulls, cows, and calves, the 


day before our arrival—it seemed odd that 
we could order up « herd of hutfulo by tele 
phone, but we did—and we saw the whole 
troop lumbering over the prairie, exactly as 
we were familiar with them in pictures 
The colonel is trying the experiment o 
crossing them with conimon cattle: The 
result is a balf-breed of large size, with 
heavier hind-quarters and less hump than 
the buffalo, and ‘said to be good beef. ‘The 
penitentiary has taken in all the convicts of 


| the northwest territory, and there wero 
only sixty-five of them. The institution is 
a model one in its manngoment. We were 


shown two separate thapels—one for Catho- 
lics and another for Protestants. 
IN DPRITISH COLUMBIA

THM CANADIAN RACIAL TYPES. 

I had been told that the Canadians are 
second-hand Englishmen, No ostimate 
could convey a more erronous impression 
A portion of the people have strong English 
traditions and loyalties to institutions, but 
in manner and expectations the Canadians 
fre scarcely more English than the people 
of the United States; they have their own 


tive, 


colonial deyelopinent, and one can mark al- 
ready with tolerable distinctness a Cana- 
dian type which is neither 
American, 


English nor 
| This is noticeable espocially in 
| thewomen. The Canadian girl resembles 
the American in escape from a purely con- 
ventional restrain. and in self-reliance, and 
| she has like the English, a well modulated 
yoice and distinct articulation. In the 
cities, also, she has taste in dress and a cer- 
tain style which we think belongs to the 
New World. In features and action a cer- 
tain modification has gone on, due partly to 
climate and partly to greater social indo- 
pendence. Itis unnecessary to make com- 
parisons, and I only note that there is a 
Canadian type of woman. 

But there is great variety in Canada, and 
| in fact a remarkable racial diversity. The 
|} man of Nova Scotia is not at all the man of 
| British Columbia or Manitoba. The Scotch 
| in old Canada haye made a distinct impres- 

sion in features tnd speech. And it may 
be said generally in castern Canada that the 
Scotch else is a leading and conspicuous 
one in the vigor and push of enterprise and 
the accumulation of fortune. The Canadian 
men, as one sees them: in official life, at the 
clubs, in business, are markedly a vigorous 
stalwart race, well made, of good stature, 
and not seldom handsome. This physical 
prosperity needs to be remembered when we 
consider the rigorous climate and the long 
winters ; these seem to have at least one 
adyantage—thnt of breeding virile men. The 
Canadians generally are fond of out-door 
sports and athletic gaines, of fishing and 
hunting, and they give more time to such 
recreations than we do. ‘They are a little 
less driven by the business goad. Abun- 
dant animal spirits tend tomake men good- 
natured and little quarrelsome. The Gane: 
dians would make good soldiers. There was 
a time when the drinking habit prevailed 
very inuch in Canada, and there are still 

laces where they do not put water enough 
in their grog, but yemporanes reform has 
taken as strong a hold there as it has in the 
United States. 

NATIONAL FEELING INCREASING. 

The feeling about the English is illustrat- 
ed by the statement that there is not more 
aping of English ways in Montreal and Tor- 
onto clubs and social life than in New York, 
and that the English superciliousness, or 
condescension as to colonists, the ultra-~-Eng- 
lish manner, is ridiculed in Canada, and re- 
sented with even more warnith than in the 
United States. The amusing stories of Eng- 
lish presumption upon hospitality are cur- 
rent in Canada as wellason this side. All 
this is not inconsistent with pride in the 
empire, loyalty to its traditions and iustitu- 
tions, and even a considerable willingness 
(for human nature is pretty much alike 
everywhere) to accept decorative titles. But 
the underlying fact is that there is a dis- 
tinct feeling of nationality, and it is increas: 


ing. 


QUEBEC, MONTREAL AND TORONTO. 

| There is not anywhere so great a con 
trast between big Boris cities as between 
Quebec, Montreal and ‘Toronto, Quebec is 
medi«val, Toronto is modern, Montreal is 
in a conflict between the two conditions. As 
the traveling world knows, they are all in- 
teresting cities, and have peculiar attrac- 
tions. Quebec is French more decidedly so 
than Toronto is English, and in Montreal 
the French have a largo numerical majority 
and complete political control, In the Cana- 
dian cities generally municipal affairs are 
pretty much divorced from general party 
politics, greatly to the advantage of good 
city government. 

Montreal has most wealth, and from its 
splendid geographical position it is the rail 
way centre, eat has the business and com 

''mercial primary. It has grown rapidly 
from a population of 140,000 in 188] ton 
population of over 200,000 -estimated, with 
its suburbs, at 250,000. Were it part of 
my plan to describe these cities, 1 should 
need much space to devote to the finest ub- 
lic buildings and public institutions of Mon 
treal, the handsome streets in the Protes 
tant quarter, with their solid, tasteful, and 
often elegant residences, the many churches, 
and the almost tnequalled possession of the 
Mountain as a park and resort, where one 
has one of the most striking and varied 
prospects in the world. “Montreal, being a 
part of the province of ne bec, is not only 
under provincial control of the government 
at Qiiebes, butit is ruled by the same French 
party in the city, and there is the complaint 
always found where the poorer majority 
taxes the richer and more pists Ua min 
ority out of proportion to the benefits the 

| latter receives. Various occasions have 
produced something like race conflicts in 
the city, and there are prophecies of more 
serious ones im the strife for ascendancy. 
| The seriousness of this to the minority lies 
in the fact that the French race is more pra- 
lific than any other in the province. 
THE FRENCH TYPE IN CANADA, 

Perhaps nothing will surprise the visitor 
moro than the persistence of the Fronch type 
in Canada, Sad naturally ite aggressiveness. 

Guaranteed their religion, laws, and lan- 

guage, the Fronch have not only failed to 
assimilate, but have had hopes—maybe still 
have—of making Conada French. The

ITS ROMANCE AND TRADITION, 

The French clement in Canada may be 
sonsidered from other points of view. The 
contribution of rowance and tradition is not 
in unimportant one in any nation. The 
French in Canada haye never broken with 
their past, asthe Fronch in France have. 
There isa great charm about Quebecc—its 
language, its social life, the military re- 
mains of the last century. It is a Protes- 
tant writer who speaks of the volume and 
wealth of the French Canadian literature as 
too little known to English-speaking Cana 
da, Andit is trod that literary men have 
not realised the richness of the French ma- 
terial, nor the work accomplished by French 
writers in history, poetry, ossays, and ro- 
mances. Quebec itself isat a commercial 
stand-still, but its uniquely beautiful situa 
tion, its history, and the projection of me- 
diwvalism into existing institutions nmke it 
one of the most interesting places to the 
tourist on the continent. ‘The conspicuous, 
noble, and commodious Parliament building 
is almost the only one of consequonce that 
speaks of the modern spirit. It was the re- 
mark of a high Church dignitary that the 
object of the French in Canada was the pro 
motion of religion, and of the English com- 
merce. We cannot overlook this attitude 
against materialism. In the French schools 
and universities religion is not divorced from 
education. And even in the highest educa- 
tion, where modern science has a large place, 
what we may call the literary side is very 
much emphasized. Indeed the Franch stu- 
dents are rather inclined to rhetoric, and in 
public life the French are distinguished for 
the graces and charm of oratory. It may 
be true, as charged, that the public schools 
of Quebec province, especially in the coun- 
| try, giving special attention to the interest 

the Church regards as the highest, do little 

to remove the ignorance of the French pea- 
sant. It isour belief that the best Christi- 
anity is the most intelligent.

Ho 
had voted for previous stages of the Wo- 
man Soffrage Billin former sessions, and 
evidently his mind was not fully sottled, 
Ross, Treasurer, had a similar look. Hoe 
was in a similar position. The rest of the 
mombors of the Government seemed con- 
tented, except Drury, who voted for, at 
previous sessions, but evaded the vote this 
sossion, Olarke(H, E,, Toronto,) looked 
alittle savago. He had roovived letters 
from every Methodist minister in the city, 
it is said, asking him to vole for 4, but it 
was well known he was opposed to the Bill. 
Wood (Hastings) had appatently an easy 
conscience in the matter and was noting 
the appearance of his brother mombers 

Whatever way ho would vote he had eyt 

Jently quite made up his mind and was 
prepared to accept the situation. As the do 

bate went on he took notes,apparently ready 
to speak if necessary, but evidently decided 
not necessary, as he did not speak, Mr. 
Waters was received with loud cheers from 
all sides. {t was a queption of general in 

terest. His speech lasted for about an hour 
aud a half; he produced statistios, reports, 
Opinions, extracts, etc., and, judging from 
Appearances, made himself highly popular 
with the female part of his audience, His 
speech may fairly bo called able, Daring 
the course of bia speech a beautiful bouquet 
was brought in by a pageand placed before 
him, amid the cheers of the House; on it 
was written, ‘*from the ladies.”” He was 
evidontly pleased, but sugyested that it be 
given to the Attorney General as the true 
champion, If Mr, Waters had koown that 
the flowers were not the gift of ladies, but 
purchased by some of the waggish membera, 
he would not haye been so comfortable; 1 
hope he will never learn it; it was not kind. 
Mr, Dryden; of South Ontario, replied in 
one of theablest speeches I have ever heard 
on the Guestion—argumentative, 2alm aud 
logical; with enough sentiment to make it in- 
teresting, ib captured the earnest attention 
of the House and galleries, and deserved it. 
Hoe was followed by Metcalfe, of Kingston, 
in an amusing speech, but certainly contain- 
ing little of argument or logic. Speeches 
were then made by Clark, H. E , Toronto, 
Hardy, Com, O. Lands, Lees (Lanark) Mer- 
edith, Mowat, aud others. The speeches 
that had weight were Walters’, Dryden's, 
Hardy's, and Meredith's, It was interest- 
ing to note the various phoses of foeling, as 
indicated in their faces, among the women. 
To my mind argument had but little effect 
to their favor when made against the Bill; 
they came to support their friends, and they 
took no stock in any one else. As one lady 
was eeid to express her feelings to another 
alongside when Dryden was speaking: ‘I 
wish I had that fellow by the ear, he would 
sing another tune”; and I guess he would. 
The vote would indicate that Mr. Waters’ 
opinions on this subject are not making 
progress ; last session he lost it by 16 votes, 
this time by 34, I cannot help thinking, 
as «0 pertinently quoted by Mr. Hardy from 
the late Mr. Holland, that ‘when your true 
woman #ecks a mission in the turbid stream 
of political life, she does not rise but sinks 
from the nobler position ordained to her by 
God, and founded in every true home on 
this continent.’ When the vote was taken, 
there was an unmistakeable expreasion of 
disgust from the female portion of the au- 
dience; I must not include all, for a few 
did linger and callod Mr. Dryden to them, 
and complimented him as the true champion 
of thoir rights ; and another lady said, ‘I 
can say amen to every word Mr. Merodith 
uttered, particularly when he said; ‘the 
Divine ruler had placed woman in hor pres 
ent relatiors to man, and her great mission 
wis to keep sacred the homes of our land—

Edison's Narrow Escape 

New Yon, March 3.—Thomas A. Edison 
mot withan accident last Saturday feggming 
which for a time caused the gravest anxiety 
to hia family, The detaila were carefully 
suppressed for atime, but reporter visited 
Mr, Edison atdis palatial home in Llewellyn 
Park last evening and obtained the facta. 

The greatinventor was busied in an intri- 
cate cheinical analysis on Saturday afternoon 
and was treating the substances he was oxperi- 
menting with ina mortar by adding a atrong 
solution of nitricacid. The acid was slowly 
added, a4 Mr, Edison realized the danger of a 
too rapid union of the olements. During the 
process the mixturo was kept constantly 
stirred, Without the slightest warning 
the mass suddenly exploded, shattering the 
mortar and scattering the contents about the 
room. ‘Tho explosion was attended by a burst 
of flame from the ignition of the ingredients. 
Tho flames singed Mir. Edison’s hair and oye- 
brows, and his face waa pelted with the acid 
and other contents of the mortar, while a 
quantity of the acid struck his eyes. Despite 
the intense pain Mr, Edison ran across the 
room and planged his face into a» basin of 


water. This prompt action probably saved 
lin eyesight. His face and burna were 
dressed and he wens home, On Sunday the 


burns were painful, and it was feared that seri- 
ous consequences would ensue. He has since 
improved steadily, Last evening he was in his 
acoustomed state of health, a slight soreness of 
the eyes remaining.

very practioally alfect the estimate. But for 
example, we undertake to construct one in 
connection with the barn or stable already 
built, taking the hay-mow with the follow- 
ing dimensions : 28x17 ft. and 19 feet high, 


with two partitions, making three compart- | 


ments of equal size. This would cost for 
material about $56 or $90; this provides 
for two thicknesses of boards for shooting, 
being careful to break joints, and also two 
thicknesses of tarred felt; the floor being 
constructed in the same way; tho partitions 
single boards and 2x4 scantling. The great 
aceret of the whole matter is in making tho 
silo perfectly air-tight; the air being ex- 
cluded, precludes all possibility of ferment- 
ation or decomposition, 

We will now proceed to the cutting, haul- 
ing, and filling of the silo. One acre per 
day can easily bo cut by one man. The 
corn should be laid in bundles of convenient 
size to handle, Tho hauling should com 
monce immediately, using trucks for con- 
yonience of loading, with a rack similar to 
ono used for cordweod, laying the corn cross 
wiso, A cutter with carriers attachod will 
cut from 30 to 40 tons per day. Put one 
day's cutting in each section, which will re 
quire three days, if builtas described. On 
the fourth day you will find that the firat 
section has reached a temperature of about 
125°, which is neceswary for the proper cur- 
ing of the ensilage; then repeat the same 
course from day to day until the silo is fill- 


thu fullest and tramped well, so as to relicve 
the pressure from tho outeide to the centre, 
There 13 no necossity of weighting, as was 
practiced in the primitive days of silos; all 
that is necessary is to cover with straw, hay 
or dry cornstalks, to a depth of 4 or 5 fest. 
The enailage will be ready for feeding in one 
month after filling. Oar next letter will be 
on the results of feeding onsilage.

deut, a statement which serves to introduce 
tho pean of congratulation and triumph in 
Which he retersto the nation's progress in 
woulth, population, territory and ull that 
makes a navion great, during the century, 

Mucli space is given to an explanation of 
the rearona which led the young Republic to 
adopt @ protective policy, 40 that commercially 
and financially at should be as free from 
foreign coutrol as. it. had become politically: 
Only the exiatence of slavery in a section of 
the country prevented a more general adtier- 
ence to the principle of protection for home 
industries, aud the emancipation proclamation 
carried with it reasons why the South should 
seek tosharéin the benetits which bad comu 
to the North because of the manufac: 
tures nursed and reared under the shield 
of a fostering tariff. He looked hopefully to 
the continuance of the protective system, and 
othe consequent development of manufac: 
turing aud mining enterprises in the States 
hitherto wholly given to agriculture, asa po- 
tent influence in the perfeot uuification of the 
people. “Ivit not quite possible,” he aske, 
“thatthe farmera aud the promoters of thu 
great mining and manufacturing enterprises 
which have mesa? been established in the 
south, nay yet god that the free ballot of the

he naturalization laws, said Mr. Harrison, 
should be so amended as to make the inquiry 
into the good disposition and character of 
persons applying for citizenship more careful 
and searching.

tators of their contentions in diplomacy, 
ond jin war ready to use our friondi 
ollces to promote poace—but nover obtriad: 
ing our advice, and nover attempting un 
fAirly’to coin the distress of othor powers 
into commercial odvantages to ourselves 
Wo havo a just right to expect that our Kuro- 

an policy will bo the American policy of 
Biro enn courts. It is 40 manifestly incom: 
patible with those precautions for our peace 
aud safety which all tho great powers habitual: 
ly observe and enforce in matters affocting 
them thata’shorter waterway between our 
énstorn und Western scaboards should be dom- 
inated by an European Government that wo 
may confidently expect that such a purposo will 
not be entertained by any Power. Wo shall in 
tho futuro, asin the past, use ovory ondeavor 
to maintain aod enlarge our friendly relations 
with all the great Powers, but thoy will not 
e@xpoct us to look kindly upon any project that 
would leave us subject to the dangers of a hos- 
tilo observation or environmont. We have not 
sought to dominate or absorb any of our wenk. 
er neighbors, but rather to aid and encourage 
them to establish free and stable govern. 
ments, resting upon the consent of thoir own 

eople. We havea clear right to expoct thoro: 
ore that no European goverument will seox to 
cetablish colonial dependencies upon the terri. 
tory of these indepondont Amorican Statos. 
That which a sense of justico restraina us from 
sooking they may be reasonably oxpooted will: 
ingly to forego. 

It must not be assumed however, that our 
intoresia are #0 oxclusively American that our 
onUire inattontion to any events that may tran 
spire claowhoro can be taken for granted. Our 
citizens domicile for purposes of trade in all 
countries, and in many islands of tho soa do- 
mand and will have our adequate care in their 
personal and commeroinl righta. The necossi- 
ties of ournavy require convenient coaling 
stations, and dock and harbor privileges. Those 
and other trading privileges wo Will be freo to 
obtain only by moans that do not in any dogreo 
Durtaks of coorcion, however fecble the Govern 
ment from which we ask such con® :ssions, but 
having fairly obtained them by mothods and 
for purposes ontirely consistent with the moat 
friondly disposition towards all othor powers 
our consent will be necessary to any modifi. 
cation or impairment of ihe concession, We 
shall neithor fail to ro tthe flag of any 
friendly nation or of the ju rights of its cit! 
zone, nor Lo exact Lhe like tren!mont for ourown, 
Calmness, Justice and cons ‘eration should 
characterize our diplomacy. ‘The Offices of an 
intelligent diplomacy or of frlondly arbitration 
iu propor casow should be adequate to the 
Peaceful adjustment of all international dim. 
culties. By such methods we will make our 
contribution to the world’s peace, which no 
uation values more bighly, and avold the Oop- 
brobrium which muse fall upon the nation that 
rothlessly broaks it.

ONTARIO AN EMPIRE IN ITSELP. 


The province of Ontario isan empire ia 
itsolf, It is nearly as large as Frauce; it 
is larger by twenty-tive thousand square 
miles than the combined six New England 
States, with Nuw York, New Jersey, Penn 
sylvania, und Maryland, In its varied 
capacities it is the richost province in Can 
ada and leaving out the forests and mitierals 
and stony wildernéss between the Canadian 
Pacific and James Bay, it has an area large 
enough for an empire, which compares fa- 
yorably in climate and fertility with the 
most prosperous States of our inion: The 
climate of the lake region ia mildér than 
that of southern New York, anf a consider- 
able part of it is easily productive of sup- 
orior grapes, apples, and other sorts of fruit. 
The average yield of wheat, both fall and 
spring, for five years ending with 1886, per 
acre, was considerably above that of our 
best grain»sproducing States, from Pennsyl- 
vauin to the farthest West. The same is 
true of oats. The comparison of barley is 
still more favorable for Ontario, and the 
barley is of a superior quality. On a care- 
fully cultivated farm in York County, for 
| this period, the average was higher than the 
noral in the province, being, of wheat, 
bushels to the acre; barley, 47 bushels; 
oats, 66 bushels ; pease, $2 bushels. It has 

no superior as a wool-producing and cattle- 
raising country. Its water-power is un 
| excelled ; in minerals it is as rich as it is in 
| timber; ‘every part of it his been made ac: 
cessible to" market by railways and good 
highways, which have had liberal govern- 
| ment aid ; and its manufacturers have been 
| stimulated by a protective tariff, Better 
| than all this, itis the home of a superior 
| people. There are no better anywhere. 
the original stock was good, the climate

| given them vigor and tone and courage, and 
| there prevails a robust, healthful moral con-

THE OLD U. E. STOCK, 

The original settlers of Ontario were 10,- 
000 loyalists, who left New England during 
and after our Revolutionary war.

rhigh order, the product of the best civiliza- 
tion of their day, the best materials for 
niking « state, I confess that I never 
could ral myself of the school-boy idea that 
the terms ‘British redcoat” and “enemy” 
were synonymous, and that a ‘Tory” was 
the worst character Providence had ever 
permitted to live, But these people, who 
| were deported, or went voluntarily away 
for an idea, were among the best material 
we had instanch moral traits, intellectual 
leadership, social position, and wealth; 
their crime was superior attachment to 
England, and utter want of sympathy with 
| the colonial cause, the cause of “liberty” of 
the hour. Itis to them, at any rate, that 
Ontario owes its solid basis of character, 
vigor, aud prosperity. I do not quarrel 
with the pride of their descendents in the 
fuct that their ancestors of U. E. (United 
Empire) loyalists—a designation that. still 
has a yitul meaning to them. No doubt 
they inhorit the idea that the revolt was a 
inistake, that the English connection is 
better os a form of government than the 
republic, and some of them may still regard 
the Yankees” as thoit Tory ancestors did. 
It does not matter. In the development of 
& century ina new world they are moro 
like us than they are like the English, ox- 
cept in a cortain sentiment and in tradition, 
and in adherence to English governmental 
ideas, 


ONTARIO’'S GREATEST CITY. 


Toronto represents Ontario. It is its 
monetary, intellectual, educational centre, 
and Imay add that here, more than uny- 
where else in Canads, the visitor is con- 
scious of the complicated energy of a vory 
vigorous civilization.

| If I were to make an accurate picture of 
Toronto, it would appear as one of the mont 
orderly, well-govorned, moral, highly civi 
lized towns on tho continent i fa t, al 
inost unique in the active clements of a high 
Christian civilization. The notable fact is

CANADA'S FUTURE 

The frequency of the question, ‘ What 
do you think of the future of Canada?’ 
shows that it isan open question, Unde 
biably the confederation, whi h seems to me 
rather & creation than a growth, works vory 
well, and under it Canada has rtoadily risen 
in the consideration of the world and in the 
development of the sentiment of nutionality, 
But there are many points unadjusted in 
the federal and provincial relations; more 
power is desired on one side, more local 
autonomy on the other. The fedoral right 
of disallowance of local legislation is resist: 
ed. The stated distribution of federal 
money to the provinces is an anomaly which 
we could uot reconcile with the public 
spirit and dignity of the States, nor recog 
ulze as a proper function of the government. 
The habit of the provinces o asking aid 
from tho central government in emergencies, 
and getting it, does not cultivate self-reli 
ance, and the grant of aid by the federal 
government, inorder to allay dissatisfaction, 
must be « growing embarrassment. Tho 
French privileges in regard to laws, lan- 
guage, and religion make an insoluble core 
in the heart of the confederacy, and form ao 
compact mass which can’be wielded for poli- 
tical purposes. This element, dominant in 
the province of Quebec, is aggressive. J] 
have read many alarmist articles, both in 
Canadian and English periodicals, as to the 
danger of this to the rights of Protestant 
communities, I lay no present stress upon 
the expression of the belief by intelligent 
men that Protestant communities might 
some time be driven to the cthelter of the 
Wider toleration of the United States. No 
doubt much feeling is involyed: I am only 
reporting a state of mind which is of public 
notoricty ; and I will add that men equally 
intelligent say that all this fear is idle; 
that, for instance, the French increase in 
Ontario means nothing, only that the habi- 
tant can live on the semi-sterile Laurentian 
lands that others cannot profitably cul: 
tivate.

NO SURFACE INDICATIONS. 
In estimating the idea the Canadians have 
of their future it will not do to take surface 
_ indications. One can go to Canada and get 
almost any opinion and tendevey he is in 
search of, Party spirit—though the news- 
papers are in every way, asa rule, less sen- 
sational than ours—runs as high and is as 
deeply bitter as it is with us. Motives are 
unwarrantably attributed. It is always to 
be remembered thut the opposition criticises 
the party in power for a policy it might not 
essentially change if it came in, and the 
party in power attributes designs to the 
opposition which it does not entertain; as, 
for instance, the opposition party is not 
hostile to confederation because it objects 
to the ‘‘development” policy or to tho in- 
croase of the federal debt, nor is it for an- 
nexation because it may favor unrestricted 
trade or even commercial union. As a gene- 
ral statementit may besaid that the liberal- 
conservative party is a prot sction party, 
a “development” party, and leans to a 
stronger ederal government; that the 
liberal party favors freer trade, would cry 
halt to debt for the forcing of development, 
and is jealous of provincial rights. Even 
the two parties are not exactly homogene- 
ous. There are conservatives who would 
like legislative union; the liberals of the 
provides of Quebec are of one sort, the 
iborals of the province of Ontario are of 
another, and there aro conservative-liborals 
as well as radicals, 


AN IMPRACTICABLE 


As to the future, I believe the choice of 
a strict conservatism would be, first, the 
government as it is; second, independence ; 
third, imperial federation; annexation 
never. But imperial federation i. generally 
regarded as a wholly impracticable schemes. 
The liberal would choose, first, the frame- 
work as it is, with modifications ; secbnd, 
independence, with freer trade ; third, trust 
in Providence, without fear. It will be 
noted in all these varieties of prelection that 
separation from England is calmly contem- 
plated as a definite possibility, and 1 have 
no doubt that it would be preferred rather 
than submission to the least loss of the 
poeen autonomy. And I must express the 
| belief that, underlying all othor thought, 
| unex ressed, or, if expressed, vehemently 
repudiated, isthe idea, widely prevalent, 
that some time, not now, in the dim future, 
the destiny of Canada and the United States 
will be one. 


SCUEME, 


A WIDER VIEW, 

But if one would forcast the future of 
Canada, he needs to take a wider view than 
ersonal preferences or the ayitations of 
ocal parties. The railway development, 
the Canadain Pacific alone, has changed 
within five years the prospects of the poli. 
tical situation. It has brought together the 
widely separated provinces, and has given a 
| now impulse to the sentiment of nationality. 
Tt has produced & sortof unity which no 
act of Parliament could over create. But it 
has done more than this: it has changed 
the relation of England to Canada. The 
Dominion is felt to be a much more import- 
ant part of the British Shes than it was 
ten years ago, and in England within loss 
| than ten years there has been a revolution 
in colonial policy. With a line of fast 
steamers from the British Islands to Hali- 
fax, with lines of fast steamers from Van- 
couver to Yokohama, Hong-Kong, and Aus. 
tralia, with an all-rail transit, within British 
limits, through an'‘empireof magnificentoapa 
cities, offering homes for any possible Brit 
ish ovorflow, will England regard Canada os 
a weakness? It is truo that on this contin. 
ent the day ofdynasties is over, and that the 
people will dotermine their own place, But 
there are great commercial forces at work 
that cannot be ignored, which seem strong 
| enough to keop Canada for a long time on 
hor present line of development in o British 
connection,

On the next page Was written: ‘* Baby | 
Turner, 49 Huron street, Toronto.” This is 
followed by her grandfather's address: ‘Mr, 
Dayid English, Bight Mile Plain P. O., | 
Queensland, Australia ;’ also, ‘‘Mrs., Mar- 
garet English, Burnside place, Dumbarton, 
Scotland, care Robert Brownoll ;’’ also, 
“Mr, William McKay, West Benhar, by 
Whitburn, Scotland;” and a card, with 
name in script, as follows: ‘Mrs. E. L, 
Shurley, 106 Windsor street,” and written 
in pencil on the card was *‘Mr. Martin, or 
Dwyer, market building, please attend to 
the needs of this girl.” The satohel was of 
black leather,and contained a clipping from 
the Toronto Globe, entitled **A Silver 
Greeting.” Also a card of Dr. Zimmer- 
man, dentist, Hamilton, was in the satch- 
el, and he atates that she had been in 
his office within two weeks. A letter dated 
March 16 1886,from her uncle and aunt was 
signed **J. and R. English.” The other 
contents were a penknife with a red handle, 
a handkerchief and the box of jewellery.

The House listened attentively to the 
minister's exposition, none moré ao than Sir 
Richard Cartwright. Sir Charles Tupper, 
Mr. Fostee’s predecessor it) office, was on the 
floor of the House during tho delivery of the 
speech, and when the six o'clock recoss arrived 
he congratulated the hon. gontleman on his pre- 
sentation to the House, 

Tho steiking feature of the Budget, of 
course, iathat there are to be no changes in 
the tariff. All those tripa of deputations of 
lumber mei, millers, iron men, manufacturers, 
etc., have been for naught so far as to-day's 
utterances by the Finance Minister go to 
show. To none of these deputations did the 
Governmen} thow any indication of altering 
the present imposts, This will be of especial 
Interest to the flour millers and lumber men 
The former wanted the duty on flour increased 
from 50 cents to $1 per barrel and the lumber 
men wanted the export duty of $3 per thon- 
sand on sawloga reduced or removed alto- 
ether. 

The Minister of Finance at once gave the 
indication that there were to be no tariff 
changes, because he moved the House into 
supply instead of ways and means. Had he 
made the latter motion the changea would 
have followed at the end of the speech, Ba- 
sides the Government did nob seize the tele 
graph lines running out of the Capital and 
tie them up until after the custom houses were 
closed, od is usual when important tariff 
changes are to be announced on Budget day. 

Mr. Foster opened with a complimentary 
reference to the mon of acknowledged ability 
and experience far greater than his own who 
bave preceded him in the office and asked for 
the conerous indulgence and sympathy of the 
House in this his firac experience. Canada to- 
day, he said, had every reason to survey her 
past record with pride and to step forward 
into the future with confidence of peace, 
plenty, prosperity and continued greatness, 
Canada asked no concealment of her record,no 
flattery, and whatever merits or demerits his 
statement would haye it would have the merit 
of candor and frankness.

On the 
other side he estimated a surplus of $6,000,000 
in the three yeara.} That $6,000,000 would be 
placed to the credit of the simking fund and 
thut there would be a balance still on band of 
loans now made of $2,500,000, making a total 
of $14,500,000 to offwet the capital expenditure 
of 612,759,849 aud being close on $2,000,000 for 
unforeseen capitalexpenditure,sothat from now 
to 1892 there would, lie believed, be nob a 
dollar added to the public debt. After 1892 
he believed that thea country ought to go on 
tora series of years withoub increasing the 
debt one cent. 

He next referred to the £4,000,000 loan just 
floated in London and pointed out that it was 
one of the most favorable loans ever negoti. 
ated. It not only made a gratilying compari: 
gon With other Cavadian loans, but alao with 
Joans floated in 1888 in the London market by 
other countries. There lad been some criti- 
ciam in the press about the amount asked for, 
which was represented as excessive, but in 
view of the fact that temporary loans would 
otherwise have been required for works in 
yrogress and in view, also of the exceptionally 
Fvornbll condition of the money market, 1t 
was, ulter grave consideration, deemed advis- 
able to tale the loan of £4,000,000, 

The race of exchange being in our favor the 
money was exchanged to New York and was 
there putinto the bands of four Canadian 
banks at the best rate that could be obtained- 
or 1} per cent. It had been intended to ex, 
change it back to London about Jan. 1, the 
tables of exchange for a series of years show- 
ing that that would be probably profitable. 
Abnormal conditions, however, upset this 
calculation and it was found that it would be 
unprofitable to exchange it to London. The 
money was now on deposit in Canadian banks 
at 3 and 3} per cent, interest. 

The whole transaction showed that the sur: 
plus had cost for the year rather less than 4 
per cent., or Jess than a tewporary loan would 
have cost, 

The last hour of the Fivance Minister's 
speech was devoted to showing the progress 
that Canada was making, During the past 
year her commerce had progressed beyond the 
average. Ifcrops were smaller, prices were 
highor. Manufacturing iidustries were in a 
healthy state, having worked off their large 
surplus stocks. There was a prospect of an 
advance of wages in the large manufactories, 
The lapping interests would be glad to hear 
that there was a prospect of anu increase tu 
freights. 

The spirit of foreign trade, he contended, 
was dovelping in this Country. In 1878 the 
people had decided that if we could nod ged 
reciprocity with our neighbors we would 
build up — commerce of our own and then 
reachi out for foreign commerce, and the solid 
prosperity engendered since that time now 
enabled Canada to commence to make her 
way inthe markets of the world, It had 
always been the policy of the Government to 
extend trade relations with other countries, 
but if the country to the south of us would 
not deal upon fair lines, it was Canada’s duty 
to stand upon her own resources, 

There was a great country in South Ameri- 
ca ready to trade with us, there was an open- 
ing for permanent and profitable trade with 
the Weat Indies, and the Government had 
decided to assist inthe developmen’ of this 
trade by grantingsuch a subsidy as would 
make rapid communication possible. To the 
east of ue were China aid Japan, and our 
Government had promived to meet this witha 

nbsidy to a steamers already subasi- 


dized Wy the Imperial Government. To-day 
be surplus of many of our cotton mills found 
i, market in those countries, The Government 
was also prepared to give aid for the ostablish- 
nent of a direct line of stentuships between 
bur west const and Australia.

parts of water respectively. A man de- 
Paver of all food, solid and liquid, dies in 
rom 7 to8 or 10 days. On water alone, 
the necessary air-food breathed into the 
lungs eing left out of reckoning, a man 
may exist for many days, and may recover 
his health and strength at tho close of the 
fact, by aid of judicious feeding. Water is 
the only food, in short, which will keep the 
Bony “going,” in a physiological senso, 
in the absense of all other forms and kinds 
ofnitroment. Water alone will not perfect- 
ly nourish the body, but it will keep tse 
animal machine working at a low rate of 
pressure, it may be, but still performing 
its duties in ao way, and Sapable in due 
season, and unless starvation has proceeded 
too far, of being restored to the normal 
and natural state.” 

Some rare metals, possessing special quali- 

ties, are required for certain work, hus 
palladium is used in making some parts of 
timepieces, and irridium for the points of 
gold pens, and the uninitiated have no idea 
of the value of such scarce products. Vana- 
dium costs, for instance, 123,900 francs per 
kilogramme ; zecon‘um, 79,205 francs, and 
lithium, which is the lightest of metals, 77,- 
per kilogramme. Rhodium,

only fusible at a very high temperature, 
fetches 25,330 franks, and irridium, the 
heaviest substance hitherto discovered 
costs 12,005 francs per kilogramme. It will 
therefore be seen that gold and silver are 
far from being the most precious metals as 
fur as their market value is concerned. 

A dealer in cutlery expresses the opinion 
that not ope man in fifty knows how to 
sharpen 4 pocket-knife. ‘*A razor,” hoe 
says, “must be laid flat on tho hone, being 
hollow-ground and requiring a fine edge. 
But a pocket-knife requires o stiff edge, and 
the moment you lay it flat on a stone, so as 
to touch the polished side, you ruin the 
edge.

Tlow Threats of Non-tntereourse Hay

Orrawa, March In the Senate yestor 
day Hon. John Macdonald spoke on the 
motion which he placed in the paper 
recently regarding the extension of the Do 
minions trade with the West Indios and 
South America. It was a continuation of 
the able paper which he recently read be 
fore the Toronto Board of ‘Trade and which 
has been printed and oxtonsively circulated 


by that body 

Hon, C. H. Tupper resumed the Budget 
debate in the House of Commons, and spoke 
for over two hours in reply to Sir Richard 
Cartwright's criticisms made on Tuesday 
fight The Minister of Marine and Fish 
ovies argued that Can ida had progressed be 


ond a doubt and that *he policy of the 
Vessirrats e party had always been for a 
freo and liberal trade relation with the 
United States, and he belioved such an ar- 
rangement could be made with the new Re- 
publican administration ; 

Mr. Chariton followed in support of Sir 
Richard Cartwright’s aimendment He 
wont very largely into figures and statistics 
which evidently bad been collected with 

roat care He was followed by Mr. Peter 
White, and Mr. Armstrong movod the ad- 
journment of the debate. 

The House adjourned at 12.20, 

At the meeting of the Railway Commit 
tee this morning Hector Cameron, QC, 
was on hand to oppose the Toronto bill, 
which proposes to compel the burial of 
veka telephono and other wires, on 
behalf of the companies interested. Mr. 
Cameron had his trip for nothing, as the 
bill will not be heard by the committee until 
a weok from next Friday. 

Mr. John Bain was at the meeting in the 
interest of Mr, Davis’ bill to incorporate 
the Calgary, Alberta and Montana Railway 
Company. The bill was reported and Mr. 
Davis was complimented on the exactness 
of his surveys as presented to the com- 
mitteo. 

\W. B. MeMurrich, one of Toronto's ex- 
Mayors, was on hand for the furtherance of 
Col. Denison’s bill respecting the Lake 
Nipigsing and James’ Bay Railway. The 
name of the company was changed to the 
Nipissing and James Bay Railway, and 
after being somowhat amended was re- 
ported. 

The act to incorporate the Cobourg, 
Northumberland and Pacifico Railway was 
considered. The incorporators wish to con- 
struct a line from near Cobourg harbor to 
@ point in the township of Marmora, cross- 
ing the ‘rent River and joining the Ontario 
and Quebec branch of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway. Tho bill passed. 

An act extending the time for the com- 
pletion of the South Ontario and Pacific 
Railway for another five years was ap- 
proved of, 

The Canadian Pacifico Railway _ bill, 
authorizing the company to issue bonds for 
tho acquisition of vessels to run on the 
Pacific Ocean and other vessela to be used 
at the terminal points of the railway, was 
amended ina few particulars and it was 
then decided to report it. 

Mr. Lariviere explained the provisions of 
the act incorporating the Manitoba and 
Southeastern Railway Company, which 
propose to build a line from Winnipeg to 
the internationel boundary, with branch 
lines, from the main line to Selkirk and 
Morris. There was a clause permitting the 
company to construct telegraph lines for 
commercial purposes, but this was knocked 
out. 

Mr. Daly, in regard to the bill to enable 
the City of Winnipeg to utilize the Assini- 
boine water power, said that there was 
some doubt as to this Parliament having 
jurisdiction, and he wished the bill to be re- 
ferred toa special committee consisting of 
Sir John Thompson, Colonel Tisdale, Mr, 
Mulock, Mr. Ross, Mr. Watson and him- 
self. This was agreed to, and the bill in- 
corporating the Assiniboine Water Com- 
pany was also referred. to the same 
committee, 

The Committee on Banking and Com- 
merce this morning reported the bill to con- 
solidate the borrowing powers of the On- 
tario Loan und Debenture be kk The 
act respecting the Ontario Mutual Life 
Assurance Company was also reported, 
This bill slightly amends the company’s 
act of incorporation. 


HOIST WITH THEIR OWN PETARD.? 


The Effect of the United States Congress’ 
Threats of Non-Intercourse. 


Orrawa, March 7.—The transit trade of 
Canada through tho United States under 
the bonding system shows a great decrease 
for the past year compared with pre: 
vious years. The figures are: Goods 
carried from United States seaports to 
Canada $15,610,519 and goods carriod 
from Canada to United States seaports for 
outside countries $8,315,683, making a total 
of $23,926,202. This is the smallest amount 
since 1870, In 1887 the amount was 
$33,692,600 ; that is, in a single year the 
decrease amounted to over nino and three- 
quarter million dollars. This trade has 
been dropping down rapidly since 1883, 
when it amounted to $69,139,000. 

The very large drop, equal to 30 per cent, 
in the last year, is without doubt due to 
the determination of our Canadian mer- 
chants to use our own seaports and our own 
railways in preference to those of our neigh- 
bor to the south of us. The threats of non- 
intercourse indulged in by the United 
States Congress were the principal cause of 
the change of route. The effect has been to 
transfer the disbursements of the ships re« 
quisite to carry this amount of goods to our 
own seaports and to increase the carrying 
business of our own railways. As the non- 
intercourse act is still unrepealed our mer- 
chants will seo the necessity and wisdom of 
turning all the business they can into our 
own routes. 

Tt may be added that the five great sea- 
ports of Canada show an increase in 1888 
over 1887 in tons of goods brought into and 
carried out of them of over 200,000 tons.

Ho 
continued : “I respect the religious opin- 
fons of every man, but it is my duty to 
present the facts and show tho true state 
of affairs which I find existing.” 

The Minister of Education replied to the 
mover. Ho was glad that Mr. Craig fell in 
line with the sontiment of Ontario: That 
our school systom was an oxcellent ono, and 
that ita defects were trifling compared with 
its points of excellence. Mr. Craig has 
consured tho department, but had failed to 
givo it credit for its insistence upon tho 
study of English in every school under its 
jarisdiction in the counties referred to, He 
repudiated the charge that teachers woro 
engaged who conld not teach the English 
tongue. On the contrary all candidates 
totally ignorant of English wore rejected. 
With regard to the liconsing of teachers he 
would say in a word that no teacher could 
be authorized to teach ina school where both 
languages were taught unless ho could teach 
Englishas wollas French. He was prepared to 
acoede to the motion of his friend, but he 
did not wish that the impression should go 
forth that this Legislature of Ontario was 
not broad enough, not liberal enough to 
respect even the prejudices of any national- 
ity which might choose Ontario as its home. 
We would not accomplish anything asa 
people unless we entertained moro liboral 
viows. 

Mr, Meredith followed. He contended 
that the English language should not be 
taugbt as a foreign tongue in the schools of 
Canada. He maintaiped that no school 
supported by tho State, no school receiving 
a dollar of the public money, should with 
regard to the education which is given by 
means of it, be without the control of the 
State. Wehave in this Province of On- 
tario, he said, departed froma system of 
unity of education. We have created a 
separate school system and I believe it was 
a great mistake, not only in the interest of 
Protestants but of Catholics, when these 
separate schools were established.

Minister of Justice introduced the amendment 
at the last session of Parl ament, bue it was 
withdrawn, presumably because of the large 
amountinvolved by these increases, 
The judges of the county courts of Ontario 
will learn with rewret that Ho meution is made 
fu Sir John's amendment of an increase to any 


of their salaries The attention of the 
Minister of Justice was called to the matter 
some time ago by Mr, Mulock, bot it is not 
likely that any of them will receive increases 
in the noar future. The Principal question 
now ia, Will the Government really make the 
fucronses of which the Minister of Justice 
gives notice this evening? 

The amendment proposes, oa it did Inst 

eur, that the salary of the Chief Justices of 
Oneario sholl be increased from $6000 to $7000 
per annum, three Justices of Appeal from 
$5000 to $6000; the Clief Justice of the 
Queen's Bench from $6000 to 87000; two 
Puisne Judges of the same court from 85000 
to $6000; the Chancellor of Ontario trom 86000 
jto $7000; three Chancery Justices from 85000 
Ito $6000; thu Chief Justice of the Common 
Pleas from 26000 to $7000; two Puisne Jus. 
jtic on of the same court from $5000 to $6000, 
| The salaries of the Judges of the Superior 
Courts in Quebeo, Nova Scotia, New Bruna- 
lwick, Prince Edward Island and Manitoba 
‘are also all down for increases of $1000 per 
annum, The Chief Justices in Quebec will 
get the same aathe Ontario Chief Justices, 
$7000. The Senior Puisne Judge residing at

LAWMAKING AND TALK, 


The Mintaster of Justice Passes Four of Mis 
Hillis Through the House. 

Orrawa, March 8.—The proceedings in the 
House this afternoon and to-night were 
divided between Jawmaking and talk, The 
Minister of Justice monopolized nearly two 
hotirain passing toa finishing stage four of 
his own bills. He was assisted in a criticism 
of them by the three Opposition lawyers Who 
sit straight acrors the floor from Sir John 
Thompson: Mr, Weldon, Mr, Mijls and Mr. 
Davies. 

The bills referred to are the acd respecting 
rules of court in relation to criminal matters, 
an actrespecting corrupt practices in municipal 
affairs, an act to make firther provision re- 
specting enquiries concerning public matters 
andanactto permit conditional release of 
first offenders in certain cases, The firat and 
Inst of these acts are adapted from British 
statutes. The Minister explained that the 
judges have been in the habit of suspending 
sentence or certain first offenders, and it was 
to give this action legislative authority that 
the bill was introduced, 

The act respecting corrupt practices in 
municipal affairs wos to provide punisliment 
for persons who offer bribes to anyone who is 
a member of a wunicipal council or to the per- 
son who receives a bribe, Col. Amyot wanted 
the bill extended so as to punish bribers at 
municipal elections, and Mr, Mills wanted 
the bribery of members of Parliament 
included. Sir Jolin Thompson said Mr. Am- 
yot'a suggestion wasa good one, As for Mr. 
Milla’ remarks no demand had yet beon made 
for such legidiation. It bad, however, as re- 
wards municipal bodies, To turther reply to 
Mr. Mills the minister said the Parliament of 
Canada was competent to raise to “the rank 
of a crime the offering to or tuking of a bribe 
by any member of o municipal council or 

wry, 

The act respecting public enquiries was 
suggested by the recent “‘boodle” trials in 
Quebec, The minister said that by the bill 
persons who were called to give evidence at 
an enquiry ordered = by Lieutenant- 
Goyernor-in-Council could not plead “privi- 
lege” on the yround that bis evidence would 
criminate him. No such privilege” will be 
permitted, but no criminal action shall follow 
the giving of any evidence in such an enquiry 
except i) cases where the witness may have 
committed perjury. All of the bills were 
read a third time and passed. 

Private bills Nos. 39, 43, 45, 47, 51, 22, 34, 
59, 64, 40, 57, 60, 61, 65, 33, 41, 42, 48 were 
considered in committee and passed through 
all their stages. A big batebof private bills 
were also advanced a stage, 

Mr. Armstrong resumed the debate on the 
Budget speech. Mr. Porter followed Mr, 
Arinstrong in a two-hours’ speech against Sir 
Richard Oartwright’s amendment, Mr, Me-

A BELLEVILLE BOY'S IMPRESSIONS 
OF THE PAOIFIO PROVINOE. 
A Lively Chat on Olimate, Morals and 
Ouaetome tn Victoria, 
Vioronta, B, O., Feb, 28th, 1889, 
To tha Editor of the Intelligencer, 

Dean Six.—l reooived a number of 
papers to day from Belleville and amongat 
them L found a fow copive of your paper 
and I can assure you | devoured the oon 
tents with great eagerness and pleasure, 

When one is away so far from home, I 
tell you it seems good to pick up a paper 
and find it comes from your native town 
and as you carefully peruse it, advortioo 
ments and all, you enjoy a treat and no 
mistake, 

Woll tho Inrecticencens before mo aro 
no exception to the rulo and 1 have taken 
great intereat in the various items pertain- 
ing to your vVioinity. 

I was particularly struck with the ac- 
counts of the wintery woathor you are hay-

“Wwére soon in pos¥ession of two mina- 
ture bouquéts, which we fondly preserved 
for over a week. Thoso Howors, it is nead- 
less to say, we prized yery highly on ac- 
count of the novelty of having picked'them 
out doors on the second of February and 
in One of the provinces of a country’ which 
the majority of foreigners have always con- 
sidered perpetually ice-bound. 

California cannot boast of anything to 
beat this, and people from there who ure 
now Jiying here, say that the climute of 
Victoria very much resembles that of Los 
Angeles and other sotthern Californian 
towns. Since our arrival we have had one 
blight snow fall or rather a hail storm, and 
if Was as Much as a bargain that it succeeded 
imcovering mother earth with a white man- 
tJe, 8nd that is the only evidence this coun- 
try has had of wintry weather this year, if 
we may except ao few slight frosts, which 
have uever formed ice over a quarter of an 
inch in thickness, 

The other day, some gentlemen in quest 
of ice for An invalid scoured the whole city 
over, and did not secure a single pound of 
the precious article. It has been customary 
in other years to procure ice about 6 inches 
thick, from a small Jake some aix intles from 
the.city, but this season none hag forfied, 
and an ico famine is predicted)» — 

The thermometer has been fooling around 
the fifties ever since we came here, and any 
day you may atroll out towards the park 
and pick daisies in full bloom, from slong 
the roadside, On Sunday afternoons, Bua- 
con Hill park presents.a yery lively and in- 
teresting sight; there are hundreds of peo- 
ple there, indulging io-aqll sorts of amuse- 
ments.

Obituary. 
KETCHAN GRAHAM, EX°M, P, P. 


The announcement that Mr. Ketchan 
Graham, 6x*M. P. P., for West Hastings, 
had, after a long illness, passed away this 
morning, will be received with general re- 
gret. Mr. Graham was a native of the 
township of Sidney, in which he had lived 
continuously during his sixty years of life.

In 1867 
he was the Conservative candidate for the 
Legislature, and was elected over the late 
Mr. Thomas D, Farley, and was re 
elected’ in 1571; but having changed 
his political allegiance he was defeated in 
1876 and had nob since re-entered the 
field of politicos; but he returned to the 
Conservative fuld at a later date and 
ataunchly supported the candidates of the 
party theréaicer. Mr, Graham was able, 
keen, and shrewd, and was an efficient re- 
presentative, 

Asa dairyman Mr. Graham was one of 
the most earnest and able of the pioneers 
in that now great industry. He spent 
much money and devoted much time to the 
introduction of the cooperative system of 
cheese-making, and by example in engaging 
largely in the business, os well as 
by precept, as much as any other 
man in this part of the country is en- 
titled to praise and to public gratitude for 
urging the adoption of the industry which 
has revolutionized the business of farming 
in Ontario and conduced more to the pros- 
perity of our farmers than any other 
agency, Amongst other good works, he or- 
ganized the Eastern Dairymen’s Associa- 
tion and was its president tor some years. 

Genial, kiudly, large-hearted, Mr. Gra- 
ham was a most agreeable companion and 
was beloved by his intimates and was pop- 
ular with all who knew him. 

He leaves a family of three sons and one 
daughter, to whom we tender our sympath- 
ies and those of our readers,

The trick was such a good ono that 
ho could not keep the story to himself, and 
it finally came to the ears of hisfriend, who 
was very indignant at the deception that 
had been practiced on him, and would never 
go hunting with the conscienceless pastor 
again. On one occasion Mr. Reed's con- 
gregation in Denver atarted to attend Sun- 
day service as usual, but were checked and 


surprised to find a placard, reading as fol- 
lows, affixed to the closed doors of the 
church: ‘Gone duck hunting. No ser- 
vice to-day. M. W. Reed.” The question 
naturally arose, and excited no little hum- 
orous comment in Denver—Did Mr. Reed 
hunton Sunday? Mr, Reed wasthe Dem- 
ocrat nomines for Congress, from Colorado, 
in 1886, and made a splendid race, against 
groat odds, being dofeated by only a few 


hundred votes,

THAT TINY SPECK OF WAR 


NOTHING KNOWN AT WASHINGTON 
ABOUT THE SAMOAN STORY. 


fho Bellef That the Report ts False Un- 
changed—Stirring Ramors Cause Wild 
Excitement in San Prancisco 
Wasurnetor, March 10.—Thero is atill a 
learth of news from Samoa in the State and 
Navy Departments, In the State Dopart- 
ment the fact that they havo not been 
officially advised of tho Blowing up of tho 
Nipsic is regarded as suflicient evidence that 
no such thing bas happenel., They hayo not 
telegraphed the acting consul for the reason 
thatitis not to be supposed that ho has 
hoglected his duty and, failed to inform his 
overnment of an event of such importance. 
fi answer to the suggestion that the Ger- 
mans would control every avenue by which 
the news could reach the United States, it 
Is said that they could not prevent the In- 
formation from reaching England through 
pome of tho English vessels at Samoa, even 
bupposing that tho reported ongagement 
had been followed by o declaration of 
war, which might haye resulted in 
cutting off Consul Blacalock from the cable 
at Auckland. Naval officera here withou’ 
exception also discredit the story, although 
they admit that the Nipsic would have been 
overmatched by the Olga in a wea fight, 
They are rather inclined to accept the view 
taken by certain of tho English pnpers that 
the publication in the German newspapers 
was_ thrown out as a feelor to learn how an 
attempt to chastiso the Mataafa forces for 
the killing of the German seamen would be 
received in Germany and America, 

Secretary Tracy and Commodore Walker 
denounce the story as on absurd fabrication. 
It is learned that the reported destruction 
of the Nipsic was not even mentioned at the 
cabinet meeting yesterday afternoon, which 
fact is an additional proof that none of the 
executive departments are’ in possession of 
information which would confirm the rumor. 


‘Frisco Excited. 

San Francisco, March 10.—The news- 
papers here yesterday put out bulletins 
stating that the rumor that the Nipsic had 
been sunk and tho Alameda captured b 
the Germans, had been confirmed by sf 
vate advices. ‘Lremendous crowds collect- 
ed about the offices and the excitement was 
intense. 

In an editorial article headed, ‘‘The First 
Shot,”commenting upon the reported engage- 
ment between the United States steamer 
Nipsic and the German corvette Olga, The 
( alifornia Democrat, leadng German 
Taper of this city, will say to-morrow: 
‘As an American citizen of German 
extraction we cannot but deeply deplore 
this unfortunate quarrel between the 
country of our choice and that of our 
birth. But whatever may come, there re- 
main but two roads to follow: Either we 
must rally round the starry flag and defend 
it with our lives and our fortunes, or we 
have to shake off American citizenship by 
emigrating from this country, and since 
we have come here to stay we will stand 
and fall by our flag, our country right or 
wrong.” 


Tho Situation In Samoa, 

Wasuiyoton, March 10,—The following 
isa part of the last letter from Capt, Mul- 
lan,..of the United States steamer Nipsic, 
recelyed by his brother in this city, The 
letter is dated Apiu, Ja . 18: 

** Here in Samiou we have war times and 
excitement. Germany has declared war 
against Mataafa aud. proclaimed martial 
law here and in Samoa, I have pro- 
tested against this martial law  busi- 
ness, and think it has haa a» 
beneficial _ effect. Things are all 
exciting here. TheyareatWar with Mataaf 
but all their proclainations are directed 
against foreigners. They carry on a high 
game here, and our Government has but one 
vessel while tliey have three good ships. 

“T hear by way of Auckland that we will 
have more ships here, God only knows 
how this affair will end. The Samoans do 
not want Germany to annex their island 
but have long ago asked both England and 
the United States to take them. 

“The little paper published here, The 
Samoan Times, 3 been suppressed by the 
Germans. On Jan. 9 the German consulate, 
German Consul’s house, etc., were burned, 
Loss $100,000. It was the greatest fire over 
in Apia. Isent men to render aid. 

“T hear Germany intends sending out 
troops. The German Consul at Auckland 
chartered a small Pnglish steamer the other 
day and sent her here with important Ger- 
man despaches, but what these despatches 
were no one but Germans know.” 


TEN PER CENT. 


A Windsor Alderman Receives an Objec- 
tlonable Letter Concerning a Contract, 


Winpsor, March 10.—For some months 
Windsor has been agitating the opening of 
certain streets in the western part of the 
town and a bylaw was introduced and pass, 
ed for that purpose. Arbitrators were ap- 

inted and are now holding meetings 
atantiie.to the different sides of the ques. 
tion as to what will be allowed the property 
owners through which the streets will pass. 
The survey as made will require the mov- 
ing of a number of residences, and theso 
will have to be let by tender to the Board 
of Public Works, who make the award. 

Thursday last Ald, John Harmon received 
a letter purporting to be from Goodman & 
Clark house movers of Detroit, which is o 
flagrant violation of the criminal law of 
Canada, ‘The letter is written on the bill 
heads of the above firm and purports to be 
signed by Mr, Clark, the junior partner of 
the firm, who was in Windsor 6 few dayg 
previous to the date of the letter. It winds 
up with the followin “T have this pro- 
position tomake, Mr. Harmon. It is custom 
ary in Detroit, when o job is given to 
remunerate the one who has the givin, 
of it, and if you will sccare me the job oj 
moving the houses.on the proposed streets I 
will give you 10 per cont. on all jobs.” 

As yet comparatively few arc aware of 
the receipt of tho letter by Ald, Harmon, 
The law states that the attempted bribery 
or intimidation of any public officer is pun 
ishable by along term in prison. Magis- 
trate Bartlett said last evening that it was 
one of thé grossest pisces of impudence he 
had ever seen. The letter will be laid be- 
fore the Committee on Public Works on 
Tuesday.

GATHEREDIN A WIDE FIELD. 


The milk business requires neatnoss, care- 
fulness and promptitude. The work must 
be carried on with the regularity of a clock. 

Many farmers do not yet fully appreciate 
the value of branasafeeding material. For 
growing animals it may form a considerable 
part of the rations. 

Imagine the profits of sheep husbandry 
with the détdand for mutton doubléd, as it 
would be if good mutton was as easy to pro- 
cure as poor mutton is now. 

The commercial phosphate is made by 
dissolving bone meal with sulphurio acid, 
and potash is added in the form of muriate 
of potash, or other German potash salts. 

Always incorporate the manure thor- 
oughly with the soil in applying round the 
roots of trees. It isinjurious to the roots to 
apply manure of any kind directly to them. 

When fruit is stored in a fruit house it is 
desirable to have the temperature kept as 
near forty degrees as possible. Of course it 
is expected that it will vary somewhat, but 
the nearerit can be kept to this the better 
will be the result. 

Either red clover alone or clover and 
orchard grass are the best to use in seeding 
down the orchard. » But do yot be in too 
much of a hurry to seed down unless the soil 
is rich and in good tilth and the trees haye 
made a good, healthy growth. 

If » peach tree shows sign of decay, and 
has not been attacked by the borer, cut it 
back almost to the main trunk, leaving the 
tree to form new brahohes from the youn 
shoot of this season. If the trunk is fee 
a new tree can be produced, and one that 
will be nearly as good as a younger one. 

It is suggested that the seed balls of pota- 
toes be cut off when the plants are growing 
in order to divert the energies in the direc, 
tion of the tubers, as the production of seed 
and tubors at the same time is a double task. 
It isan experiment that every farmer can 
try, even if only on one row, 

Young colts will soon learn to eat oats 
when in the stalls with their dame, and an 
excellent way to make the young lambs grow 
is to keep ground oats where they can eat 
whenever they so desire, but the food should 
be so placed that the lambs can get to it 
while the old sheep cannot reach it, 

It is estimated that every bushel of hard- 
wood ashes is worth at least 25 cents, and 
they therefore partially remunerate for the 
cost of the wood. ‘The ashes should be stor, 
ed in a dry place and covered, as draw 
moisture from the atinosphero, 

The Bartlett and Clapp's Favor pears 
are considered the best of all varieties for 
quality and the Seckel the snrest crop pro- 
ducer. Crab apples ure now being planted 
by fruit growers, they being in demand in 
the fruit season for preserves and jellies,

Yow, if you go to law about it and recover 
the child, as I suppose you can, T shall re- 
gard you as unworthy of respect and will 
never speak to you as long as I live.’ This 
from a friend a years standing! He was 
in earnest, too.

So celebrated 
was the affair that now, sixteen years after, 
it has not to a great degree faded out of the

Christian K. Ross lived ina handsome 
dwelling, isolated by a large yard, in Ger- 
mantown, a Philadelphia suburb. One July 
afternoon all of the family happened to be 
absent save two young brothers, aged 4 and 
8 years. They were playing togetber in the 
front street when two men drove up ina 
covered wagon. One of the men jumped out 
and addressed the little boys, offered them 
candy, aid finally persuaded them to take 
aride. After driving o short distance the 
elder brother was given some money and 
sent on an crraud for more candy. ¢ re- 
turned in a few minutes, but the wagon had 
disappeared, and Charley Ross has not been 
seen to this day. The crime was committed 
to extort u ransom for the return of the 
child, but the abductors’ fear of capture was 
so ureat that no agreement between them 
and the father was ever successfully carried 
out. The search for the missing child was 
pursued rite and thoroughly, Pro- 
minent Philadelphians interested themselves 
in tho matter, and seemingly no stone was 
left unturned. Countless trips were made 
to Europe, every gipsy camp in the world 
was searched; the identity of over 400 
children was investigated, but without avail. 
Two men were fatally shot while committing 
a burglary on Long Island the following 

ear, and while dying confessed that they 

ad stolen the child, but did not divulge its 
whereabouts. A third conspirator was sub- 
sequently convicted of complicity and sen- 
tenced to's long term in prison, ones 
his innocence and ae all knowledge o 
the affair. It is the popular iecey that the 
abductors, at last finding themselves close 

ressed, wnurdered the child. Mr, Ross is 
iving down at Germantown, a wornout, 
heartbroken old man, but still hoping on 
that some day, somehow, the little fellow 
will come back—little no longer, but to his 
loving memory the same sunny-faced, golden: 
haired boy of sixteen years ago.

It appears Mr, Read is representing himsolf 
as an agent for a company styling itself ‘The 
Crawford Henry & Williams Seed Company, 
with head cffica at Napoleon, Ohio. They offer 
for sale what are parpaaied to be fancy oats, 

and other grains Which are supposed to 
produte unusual yields, and which are sold for 
ten dollars a bushel, with the understanding 
that only a limited quantity is sold in each 
township. The agent produces a handsomely 
printed bond from the company 10 which it 
agrees to purchase the yield at $7 £0 per bushel, 
or in other words to realize for the farmer one 
hundred and fifty dollars on every bushel of seed 
grain. In consideration of such inducements 
several sales were effected, Mr, Joha McGarvin 

ving his notes for two hundred dollars, J. O. 
Sigh for three huodred, Alonzo Crowe fortwo 
hundred, and a Mr. Corbett, of Florence, for 
eighty dollars. Mr, Rewd yesterday was en- 
deavoring to realize on the notes, and had near- 
ly succeeded in disposing of them, when the 
banker with whom he was dealing hed his sus- 

icion aroused, and upon mak ng enquiries sat 
isfiet himrelf there was something crooked in 
the transactiony. ; ‘ 

In this way Mr. McGarvin was sppris:d aod 
in order to tast the reliability of the company 
represented, and the validity of the sgresment, 
the matter was placed in the hands of the 
police, ; ‘

ports of the existence of any such company, and 
the representtions are at present of a most sus- 
Picious nature. 


The agents in this city are issuing circu- 
jars broadcast, containing recommendations 
by farmers of their gambling scheme. To 
those who have so far escaped we would say, 
beware of the neighbor who recommends 
the scheme, as he has grain of his own that 
he wants to sell, and hence his recommend- 
ation. Those who recommend such a scheme 
are neither more nor less than gamblers’ 
agents, and, if possible, worse in character 
than the chief gamblers themselves. Again 
we say, beware of the gamblers’ agent. 


ANOTHER “EDUCATIONAL OAM. 
PAIGN.” 


The *‘great Yankee nation” haying re- 
cently passed through an educational cam- 
paign on the tariff question, another cam- 
paign of an educational character has been 
entered upon. As Canada is interested

As if in furtherancecf this 
desire, & yentioman in Ohio (who does not wish 
bis name mentioned) has provided a sum io 
print a number of copies suffi sient to reach every 
newspapsr editor, writer, college profess sr, etc,, 
in ths country. To supply these an edition of 
ten thonsand is now being printed in a shape 
most available for use by them Ten thousand 
copies of Mr. Hitt’s sp-ech on Commercial Un- 
ion is also to be sent out in the earye direction 
under frank through the mails, 

That the information thus supplied tu 
our neighbors, whose gross ignorance of

offence punishable by statute, 

The Doctor proposes to amend thab section 
thus: 

No prosecution shall bo ma/ntainable against 
any person for conspiracy In refusing to work 
with or for any employer or workman, or for 
dolng avy act or causing any act to be dona 
for the purpose of a trade combination, unless 
such act Is an offence punishable by statute, 

Dr, Wilson's bill is an outgrowth of the 
late trouble in Bricklayers' Union No. 1, three 
of whose members were convicted of conspiracy 
in the Court of Sessions at Haralton and the 
conviction was afterwards tield to be good in 
an elaborate decision given last month at 
Osgoode Hall by Chief Justice Armour, The 
act of conspiracy consisted in the union pase 
ing aresolution that none of its. mombers 
should work with a ‘‘ecab” named Buscombe, 
who was superintending certain corporation 
work for Contractor Piggot under the City 
Engineer.” Buscombe was deprived of his 
means of livelihood by the action of the union 
and three of the members of No. 1 were convict- 
ed of conspiracy and heavily fined, the Chief 
Justice of the Queen's Bench subsequently 
holding the conviction to be good. The 
Doctor proposes to do away with the con- 
spiracy clause under similar circumstances, His 
amendment proposes that if a trades union 
passes a resolution refusing to work with ob- 
jectionable men or employers, and if the mem- 
bers act on such resolution, they may not be 
prosecuted for conspiracy, 

There was a big question paper to-day. In 
auswer to Mr. Mulock, the Ministee of the 
Interior said the total amount of Northwest

There was no getting over 
the fact that the Protestants support the 
public schools, But,” avked he, ‘do we not 
permit the existence of the Catholic Separate 
Schools, which none will deny were detri- 
mental to the public school system?” When 
further encroachments were nade they should 
not be tolerated. 

Mr. Murray next took part in the discussion 
and referred to a cllarge made from the pulpit 
that the Roman Catholic Church was assist- 
ing French Catholics in Quebec to purchase 
farms owned by Protestants, and also that 
tbe church aided French Cutholits to settle 
and purchase lands m Renfrew. “I will 
vive,” said Mr. Murray, ‘$100 to the person 
who can prove that any Frenchman was 
assisted with money or means to buy a piece 
of|property in the County of Renfrew.”

THE IRISH LEADER GREETED BY AN 
IMMENSE THRONG. 


Jobn Morloy's Chornactoristic Spocch—Mr. 
Parnes trraigumont of the Govyorn- 


ment. 

Lonpox, March 13.—St. James’ Hall 
was crowded this ovoning with people 
anxious to hear Mr, Parnell’s spoech. Mr. 


Morley presided, The committee in charge 
were yesterday compelled to suspend tho 
issuo of tickets for the meeting. 

The hall was bandsomely decorated with 
flags and mottoes. Among the Pace pROnE 


were: ‘**Frocdom for England and Iro- 

land.” ‘*No Coercion, No Forgery, No 

Slander.” ‘‘Humanity, Union, Justice, 
” 


Peace, Liberty. 

On shamrock-entwined flagstaffs was 4 
_i taro representing Britannia with her left 
arm encircling Erin's waist ond an angel 
overhead bearing the motto, ‘‘ Peace and 
Good- Will towards All Mon.” 

Among the prominent mon present were 
Messrs. A. J. Mundella, Shaw-Lefevre, H. 
H. Fowler, James Stansfeld, H. H. As- 
quith, W. B, Rowland, Arnold Morley and 
many Parnellite members of Parliament. 

In opening the meeting Chairman John 
Morley said he could not refuse when asked 
to preside, because the meeting was of such 
aromarkable character, He folt thatit his 
presence would be of the slightest use ho 


was bound to attend, [Cheers.) — He said 
he never saw so great’ o meet+ 
ing as this nor one on behalf of a 
nobler cause, “T bear a message,” 


said Mr. Morley, ‘from the great chief, 
who despite his years would) have attonded 
this meeting had he not been entreated to 
spare himself. [Cheers.] He would not 
spare himself of his own free will because 
he sees the time rapidly, almost moment- 
arily, approaching when we shall cautiously 
and deliberately, step by step but surely, 
sa falkedOay and unflinchingly get to the 
bottom of these Irish proceedings, 
{Cheers.] The resolutions which our com- 


mittee have framed express the deliberate’ 


judgment, deep feeling and stern, 
resolute, deliberate purpose of a groat party 
which has not yet taken up a cause without 
carrying it through. [Cheers.] It may be 
that the Tories will carry Home Rale. 
(Laughter.) Ido not want to understand 
Mr, Parnell’s presence to-night as binding 
him and his friends aud countrymen to our 
party. Itisacase of alliance rather than 
of fusion. Mr, Parnell’s first duty is to 
Treland. He has.no right to think of our 

arties except in relation to Ireland. 
[Cheers.} But I look forward to the 
day when, still remaining first an 
Trish leader and statesman, Mr. Parnell will 
be able to partake and draw a united Ire- 
land to partake in the grent fabric of the 
free government of the Empire of which we 
are striving tomake Ireland an integral, 
incorporated, united, reconciled and equal 
member.” (Cheers, } 

Mr. Morley reminded his hearers that 
the whole matter rested with the nation 
and that a» triumph depended upon each 
one’s making himself «a centre for right 
ideas. ‘If we do this,” he declared, ‘the 
time is not distant when we shall see the 
false image with a front of Tory bras and 
feet of Dissentient clay trampled in the dust 
under the feet of the honest citizens of Eng- 
land, Scotland and Ireland.” (Loud 
cheers. ] 

Mr. Parnell was unable to speak for 
several minutes owing to volleys of cheers, 
the singing of ‘‘He's a Jolly Good Fellow,” 
etc. hen quiet was restored he said: 

I cannot attempt to describe my gratifi- 
cation and delight at the reception given 
me. Such evenings will do more for the 
union than twenty centuries of the firm 
pores ment Uecg alta Salisbury and 

alfour. am sure my countrymen 


throughout the world will be equally 
honored with me by your reception 
of their cause. I prefer to draw 


lessonsj§from passing events. This great 
meeting is assembled to protest against the 

tty and malignant meanness of Mr. Bal- 
our's government in Ireland, Tho chair- 
man expressed hope that I would bea 
privy councillor, On that point I 
must be pardoned for saying nothing, 
but it is legitimate to enquire whethér 
there isnot something rotten in a system 
of government which compels the ostracism 
from the affairs of your empire of 86 of tho 
103 Irish members, Thatis one of the first 
resnlts of seven centuries of firm govern- 
ment, much firmer than we are ever 
likely to see again—[{cheers]—a 
government under which it was only necea- 
sary to get up forged letters against a man 
and not to prove them to enable the Lord- 
Lieutenant to have him beheaded.’ For- 
tunately they cannot do such things now-a- 
days. 

What then has been one of the results of 
that system? That we Irish members from 
the very necessity of our position are unable 
to take that share in the duties of govern- 
ment which is one of the natural and justi. 
fiable hopes of all men entering Parliament, 
If we violated the pledges upon which alone 
we obtained the trust of our constituencies, 
namely, that we should refuse to accept 
place or office for ourselves or others from 
any English Government as long as the just 
rights of Ireland were not conceded, were 
we so base and mean we should fail to find 
a single constituency to re-elect us. 
Well. then, is it mot o matter for 
inquiry why Mr. Balfour cannot govern 
Ireland two years without imprisoning 24 
Trish members of Parliament as common 
felons for offences unknown to our law in 
England, mainly for speaking and writing 
in the newspapers? [Cries of ‘Shame, ]” 

We now come to another question, I 
will not enter into the details of the charges 
and allegations made by The Limes, but 
wpeeking generally | want toknow why, if 
the charges and allegations had any founda. 
tion, the Government of the country did nog 
take them up themselves and investigate 
them totheir source by the machinery 
at their command and if they 
wanted special machinery why did not they 

construct it with the power at their com- 
mand? They bad all the mchinery in Ire- 
land they required for the detection of 
crime, especially constructed for them by 
Parlinmont. If they wanted oxtra power 
they could have obtained it, 

When were these churges first started? 
When was the command first given to the 
forger and perjurer to obtain or invent evi- 
dence which would result in putting us on 
trial on criminal charges, the punishment 
for which was penal servitude for 
life?

No 
apple, except the Newton Fippin, now com- 
mands so high a price if the English mar- 
ket, Among other profitable market vari- 
eties for Southern Ontario, we find from this 
Beason and last season’s shipments to Bri- 
tain, that the Gravenstein, Ribston, Blue 
Pearmain (also a scanty bearer,) Blenheiin 
Orange and Golden Russet bring the highest 
prices. Large, fine-colored apples are much 
tought for, but the Northern Spy, though in 
this respeot it is all that can be desired, has 
disappointed us. Itis tender, and subject 
to rapid decay under unfavorable circum- 
stances; and in consequence it arrived in 
Covent Garden wet and slack, though most 
carefully and tightly packed. The old 
«Greening ” is constantly advancing in the 
estimation of the English public. Although, 
aso rule colored apples are sought for, this 
variety forms a worthy exception, and 
romises to bring even better prices than 
That staple variety, the Baldwin, of which 
probably more barrels are exported than of 
any other one kind, The whole business of 
foreign shipments has this winter received a 
most decided reverse. About 1,000,000 
barrels had gone forward, up to Christmas, 
piling up the Liverpool docks until the 
market thoroughly broke down, and the 
best apples could scarcely be sold for enpuglt 
to pay charges. We still have faith in apple 
culture as one of the farm crops, but have 
loarned that itis unsafe to ‘put all one’s 
eggs in one basket,” and that the wisest 
sway dappoldl vide!

Fraudulent Milk, 

Mr. Burdett's bill to provide against 
frauds in the supplying of milk to cheese 
and butter factories was partially consider- 
ed by a special committee on Wednesday. 
A clause providing that every owner or 
manager of a cheese or butter manufactory 
or maker of butter or cheese thereat, or in- 
apector of a dairyman’s association, may 
compel the owner of a cow,the twilk of which 
is being supplied to a factory, to submit the 
avimal to a test, and specifying penalties 
for a refusal to submit or an interference 
with the test, was eliminated, as was also 
4 clause empowering the owner or manager 
of a factory or any officer or inepector of 
cheese or butter of any dsirymau’s associa- 
tion to enter upon the premises of a sus- 
pected person and milk his cows in order 
to procure samples of the milk supplied the 
factory. 


Adulterated Lard, 

The Inland Revenue Department has just 
issued a bulletin containing the result of the 
analyses by Mr. T. Macfarlane, chief ana- 
lyst, and Dr. W. H. EHilis, of Toronto. The 
tables contain the results of the examination 
of 109 different samples of lard, of which 38 
were of native, 11 unknown, and 60 of Am- 
erican origin, Among the samples of Amer- 
ican lards mentioned, there appeara to be 
only one whichis genuine. The chief adul- 
terant found is cotton seed oil, butina great 
many cuses, no doubt, beef tallow should 
also have been mentioned, With regard to 
the samples of native lard, excluding those 
which have only been derived from trading 
firms not concerned in the packing business 
and which muy, therefore, be of American 
origin, out of 35 samples examined, 3 were 
adulterated, 


Fast Mail Service, 

The Canadian Gazette publishes details 
regarding the mail subsidies, some of which 
are probably unknown publicly in Canada. 
The Dominion Government, it says, has de 
cided to secure a service quite equal to the 
New York Service,and offer an annual sub- 
sidy of £100,000 for ten years, The Brit- 
ish and Dominion Governments will join 
and subsidigs a fortnightly service trom 
Vancouver to China, Japan and Australia. 
New Zoaland will aldo subsidize this seryice 
in order to secure its extention to Australian 
points. The aggregate subsidies for the 
Atlantic and Pacific service will reach 
£250,000 per annum. lt is proposed to 
form an independent company ; and it will 
not therefore be necessary for the Canadian 
Pacific to undertake uny part of the service.

SAN SEBASTIAN. 


The Queen's visit to the graves of the 
British soldiers who fell during the siege 
and at the aturming of St. Sebastian in 
1813 recalls the horrid slaughter amongst 
the besiegers and the frightful excesses of 
the British soldiery, who cast discipline 
aside after the capture of the place, and for 
several days were guilty of excesses as tc 
which the historian Napier says, their con. 
duct was the sum of villany of all kinds 
and practically indescribable. The siege 
was long and arduous, principally owing to 
the lack of cannon and of ammunition. 
The garrison was numerous and brave ; 
supplies were furnished them by sea; and 
the fortifications had been strengthened 
with such skill and were defended with 
such resolution that it was all but impos- 
sible to break into the town. The first 
assault was repulsed with great slaughter, 
and Soult, coming up with a French army» 
raised the siege. After he was beaten off 
Sir Thomas Graham reinvested and batter- 
ed the fortifications, and the second assault, 
which had to be made in daylight, owing 


to. tha difficulty of access to the 
walls, had all but failed, when 
Graham renewed the bombardment, 


firing close over the heads of the unsuccess- 
ful but unsubdued stormers, who crouched 
at the foot of the walls and in the ruins at 
the breaches. An accidental explosion in 
the fortress opened a narrow way for the 
Iron Duke's fierce warriers, and they pour- 
ed into the town, which, fired in many 
places, became the scene of carnage as 
frightful as was ever recorded. With San 
Sebastian, as with Badajoz, will ever be as- 
sociated the greatest glory and the great- 
est shame of the British army — glory that 
men could penetrate into such a place de- 
fendéd as it was—shame that troops so brave 
should have been yuilty of such atrocities, 
despite the utmost exertions of their offi- 
cers, many of whom were deliberately mur- 
dered by the drunken soldiers whom they 
had commanded, for their efforts to restore

DEBATE IN THE LOCAL 
LEGISLATURE. 


A LIVELY 


Mr. Meredith Attacks the Pre yatem of 
Appoluting License ¢ sslounecrs = 
How, 4.8, Hardy Replies at Length 
Toronto, March 15.—In tha Legislature 
yosterday Mr. Meredith, the Leader of the 
Upposition, moved this amendment to a 
motion to go into Committee of Supply 
That all words in the motion after the word 
“that” bo omitted and the following substitut 
ed therefor: The present mode of administor 
ing the license laws (hrough the Board of Com 
missioners and Inspectors appointed by the 
Govornmont of the day bas resulted in a partl 
gan administration of the law; has subjooted 
those ongaged In the liquor trate to undue to 
flucnceby and in theInterestof the dominant 
party ip this province; has lod In Many cares 
to the tyrannical exorche of tho powers 
of the commikalonors nnd Jngpootors, and 
in others to the lax enforccomont of tho law 
and (he condoning for partizan parposos of of 
fonces againat its provisions; has unduly 
and Unfairly interfered. with the freodom 
of Uxorcising thelr franchise by those engaged 
in the liquor (ram nnd te Othorwise Mlachloy 
ous tn ita purpose and operation ; and while de 
claring ite firm latention and purpose to bo not 
to relax or impair tho eliicloncy of the othor 
provisions of thé law, and particularly those 
finiting the number of Jioonses to bo granted 


this House Is of opinion that it ts oasential 
to the honest, non-partizan and faithful exe 
cuuion of the liquor liconso laws that tho 
prosont modo of appointing boards of commis 
sioners should bo abrogated and provision bo 
made for placing the appointmont ot ¢ ommis- 
aionors in the hands of & body more removed 
from the Influence of partizanship and moro 
directly responsible to and under the control 


of the people 

Mr. Meredith said. ‘The attention of 
the public has of late beon specially directed 
by the public press to the administration 
of the licgnae system under tho existing 
law, and it has been dobemed a mattor 
of some surprise having regard to the 
very serious charges made reflecting upon 
the administration of the law in the Capital 
of the Province of Ontario, that no steps 
have beon taken towatds making an investi- 
gation into the truth of the charges which 
are now the subject of public discussion. 
There are to be found in the experience of 
every one the proof that to some extent 
that atate of ‘kings which was referred to 
by the nowspaper writings exists through- 
out the Province.” 

Mr. Meredith then referred to the Crooks 
Aot, the main foature of which was to limit 
the licenses and take away from the muni- 
cipalities the power they before possessed 
in the license system. It was said by hon, 
gentlemen opposite that. thoy made the 
change in the law not with any view to 
political aggrandisement, but had taken 
that position practically at the request of 
the temperance party in the country and 
that they had reluctantly assumed it. This, 
he said, had not been borne out by the 
facts. Continuing, Mr. Meredith said; 

“*T want to call the attention of the House 
to the position the leader of the Government 
took chr that measure was introduced in 
answer to the objections made from this 
side of the House. The hon, gentleman 
made a declaration that the commissioners 
should not be appointed from his political 


friends. He pledged the House that 
the appointments should be made 
from both political parties. That 
they should not be appointed from 


his side of the House only, but that there 
should be a member in every case of tho 
Conservative party also appointed. To 
some extent he carried out that pledge, but 
scarcely had a year or two passed when the 
hon. gentleman violated the understanding 
under the pretence, for it was a pretence, 
that he could not properly administer that 
law if a Conservative were admitted, and 
that he could not administer these lawd 
except by friends of the party. 
Throughout this Province not only had 
hon. gentlemen used this license system for 
election purposes, but also at other times to 
advance tho interests of their party. It 
had also placed under their control the en- 
ormous liquor trafic of this country.” 

Mr. Meredith, continuing, said he would 
be able to demonstrate, not from mere 
statements of his own nor from charged 
made in the newspaper press, that the ef- 
fect of this legislation had been to make 
those engaged in such traffic and who were 
of a diflerent political persuasion oross over 
to the Liberal party becouse they knew it 
was to the interests of their trade that the 
liquor dealers should be supported by the 
Reform party. He read from the evidence 
of J. M. Lottridge at considerable length 
tosubstantiate t ol prectetc 

In the interests of the temperance party, 
as dtho speaker, inthe interests of truth 
and purity, I say that this power of prosti- 
tuting the present license system to the 
subserviency of party should be removed 
from the hands of the party now in power, 
Theninstead of having this particular party 
and that particular party appointed by the 
government of tho day, we would have the 
question of the proper administration of the 
license law handled in accordance 
with the views of {the people in each and 
every locality. Thenin large centres and 
where we have such cities as we have in 
Ontario to-day we are prepared to go fur- 
ther and to say that this question should be 
left in the hands of the people direct, with 
the full belief and confidence that the law 
would be sdministered in accordance 
with the principles of what is right and 
proper. 
on. A. S, Hardy rose toreply. He ex- 

lained that from 1877 up till one year ago 

e personally was responsible for the ad- 
ministration of the law, and during the last 
year it had been under the supervision of 
the Provincial Treasurer,so that the Premier 
was personally irresponsible, and he (Mr, 
Hardy), being more familiar with the ad- 
ministration, would take upon himself the 
respon ibility of replying to the charges 
made. 

M.. Hardy said that as he saw the license 
administration it was one of a very superior 
kind, and no scheme had yet boen Saboait. 
ted which would be better in design or 
better in execution than the one now in 
force. In fact, said he, the charges pre- 
ferred by honorable gentlemen opposite aro 
not charges of detail but charges of merely 
occasiowal discrepancies which would exist 
under any other regime and would crop up 
here and there under any law which might 
be in force. 

Said Mr. Hardy: ‘The charges as made 
by the honorable leader of the Opposition 
are weak, thin, poor and meagre in detail. 
Weas representing the Government have 
been charged with being partisan in the ap- 
pointment of license commissioners. Now, 
when the Dominion Government, the friends 
of the honorable leader of the Opposition, 
by an over-reach of power undertook to ad- 
minister the license law; did they, notwith- 


standing what has been said, eppoint non- 
mirtisan boards? No, they did not no’, 
[hey appointed Conservatives. They didu’t 
appoint a single Reformer that I know of,”

ANOTHER TASCOTT. 


This Timo Woe Turns Up at Nanaimo and Is

Victoria, B.C., March 14.—A man an- 
awoering the description of W. B. Tascott, 
the murderer of Millionaire Snell of Chi- 
cago, was arrested at Nanaimo Wednesday 
afternoon and lodged in jail. He gave the 
name of Charles Palmer. He arrived on 
the noon train ahd his suspicious actions

tt is said Palmer, as he calls himself, board- 
ed the train at Gold Stream, three miles 
from Victoria and jumped off the cars be- 
fore the train stopped at Nanaimo. He 
engaged a boatman immediately to row him 
to Gibrola Island, telling the latter he was 
hunted and wished to escape from his pur- 
suera Rain coming on, the voyage was 
not made, Palmer then offered a livery 
man $20 to drive him out of town as far as 
he could. While preparing to leave he was 
arrested. Should it turn out to be Tascott 
he is evidently insane, When arrested he 
gave his occupation as compositor, A 
charge of vagrancy was entered against 
him and he will come up for examination 
Saturday.

FRENCH AFPAIRS. 


A Geatti Debate in tho Chamber—Three 
Ducls Imminent, 

Panis, March 15.—The Bank of France 
authorities deny the report of the resigna- 
tion of the governor and onoof the directors 
of the bank. They also discredit the rumor 
of the resignation of two other directors. 

La Paris says the Minister of Finance has 
appointed two experts to ascertain the 
exact position of the Comptoir d’Es- 
compte. 

In the Chamber of Deputies M. Arone 
amid noisy interruption from the Right read 
the report of the committee appointed to 
consider the charges against erro, 
Laisart and Tarquet. The report favored 
the prosecution of the accused deputies. 

M. Sevaistre declared the proposal showed 
the imbecility of its authors, For this re- 
mark Sevaistre was severely censured by 
the President of the Chamber. 

M. Iaguerre then spoke. He averred 
that his party intended to prosecute its 
campaign peacefully and legally, He would 
not appeal to the Chamber, whose verdict 
was immaterial, but to the country which 
supported the Patriotic League, He deniod 
that the league was a secret society.

cuse that all his predecessors took them ; he 
was fined $200,000 and imprisoned in Lon- 
on Tower. So also Lord Chancellor Mac- 
lesfield fell; so also Lord Chancellor 
Waterbury perished, The black chapter in 
nglish, Irish, French and American poli- 
tics is the chapter of bribery. Some of you 
femember the Pacific Mail subsidies. Most 
of you remember the awful tragedy of tho 
Credit Mobilier. Under the temptation to 
bribery Benedict Arnold sold tho fort in the 
Highlands for $31,575. For this sin er 
betrayed Hungary, Ahithophel forsoo 
David and Judas kissed Christ. When I 
gee so many of the illustrious going down 
under this temptation it makes me think of 
the red dragon spoken of in Revelation, 
with seven heads and ten horns and seven 
crowns drawing third part of the stars of 
heaven down after him. The lobbies of the 
legislatures of this country control the 
country, The land is drunk with bribery. 
SPECIMENS OF INCORRUPTIBILITY. 
“Oh,” says somo one, “there's no need of 
talking against bribery by promise or by 
dollars, because every man has his price.’ 
I do’not believe it, Evon heathenism and 
the dark age: have furnished specimens of 
incorruptibility. A cadi of Smyrna had o 
case brought before him on trial. A man 
gave him five hundred ducats in bribery. 
The case came on. The briber had many 
witnesses. The poor man on tho other side 
hud uo witnesses. At the close of the case 
the cadi said; ‘This poor man has no 
witnesses, he thinks; ] shall produce in his 
behalf five hundred witnesses against tho 
other side.” And then pulling oyt the bag 
of ducats from under the ottoman, ho 
dashed it down at the fect of the briber, 
saying; ‘{I give my decision against you.” 
Epaiinondas, offered a bribe, said: ‘1 will 
do this thing if it be right, and if it be 
wrong all your goods cannot persuade me.” 
Fabricius of the Roman senate was offered 
a bribe by P'yrrhus of Macedon, Fabricius 
answered, ‘‘What an examplo this woul 
be to the Roman people; you keep your 
riches ‘and 1 will keep my poverty and 
reputation! 
Phe president of the American congrass 
during the American revolution, Gon. Reed, 
as offered ton thousand guincas by foreign 


commissioners if ho would betray this 
country. He repliod: “Gontlomen, Lama 
very poor man, but toll your king he is not

THE ANOSE OF TRUST YUNDS, 


Another wrong use of money is seen in 
the abuse of trust funds. Every man dur- 
ing the course of his life, on a larger or 
amaller seale, has the proper'y of others 
committed to his keeping. He 1s 80 tar a 
safety deposit, he is an administrator, and 
holds in his hand the interest of the family 
of a deceased friend. Or he is an attorney, 
and through his custody goes the payment 
from debtor to creditor, or he is the collec- 
tor for a business house which compensates 
him for the responsibility; or he isa t eas- 
urer for a charitable institution and he 
holds alms contributed for the suffering; or 
he is an official of the city or the state or 
the nation, atid taxes, and subsidies, and 
salaries, and supplies are in his keeping. It 


» is as solemn a trust as God can make it. It 


is concentred and multiplied confidences, 
On that man depends the support ofa 
bereft household, or the morals of depend- 
ents, or the right movementof a thousand 
wheels of social mechanism. A man 
may do what he will with his owa, but he 
who abuses trust funds, in that one act 
commits theft, falsehood, perjury, and be- 
comes, in‘all the intensity of the word, a 
miscreant. How many widows and orphans 
there are with nothing between them and 
starvation but a sewing machine, or held 
up out of the vortex of destruction simply 
by the thread of a needle, red with their 
own heart's blood, whoa little while ago 
had, by father and husband, left them acom- 
petency. What is the matter? Theadminis- 
trators or the executors have sacrificed it 
—running risks with it that they would not 
have dared to encounter in their own private 
affairs. How often itis that a man will 
earn a liveliood by the sweat of his brow 
and then die, and within a few months all 
the estate goes into the stock gambling 
rapids of Wall-street, How often it is that 
you have known the man to whom trust 
funds were committed taking them our of 
the savings bank, and from trust companies 
and administrators, turning cid homesteads 
into hard cash and then putting the entire 
estate into the vortex of speculation. Em- 
bezzlement is an easy word to pronounce, 
but it hasten thousand ramifications of 
horror. 

‘Tuere is not a city that has not suffered 
from the abuse of trust funds. Where is 
the court house, or the city hall, or the jail, 
or the postoffice, or-the hospital, that in the 
buildingyof it has not had a political job? 

NOT AN HONEST NAIL IN IT. 

Long before the new court house in New 
York city was completed, it cost over $12,- 
000,000. Tive millions six hundred and 
sixty-three thousand dollars for furniture ! 
For plastering and repairs, $2,370,000. For 
pluinbing and gas works, $1,231,817. For 
awnings, $23,553. ‘The bills for three 
months coming to the nice little sum of 
$13,151,198.39, There was not an honest 
brick, or stone, or lath, or nail, or foot of 
plumbing, orinch of plastering, or ink 
stand or door kuob in the whole establish- 
ment, 

That bad example was followed io many 
of the cities, which did not steal quite so 
much because there was not so much to 
steal. There ought to be a closer inspec- 
tion and there ought to be less opportunity 
for embezzlement, Lest a man shall take a 
five cent piece that does not belong to him, 
the conductor on the city horse car must 
sound his’ bell at every payment, and we 
are very cautious about small offenses but 

ive plenty of opportunity for sinners on a 
argo scale to escape. Fora boy who steals 
a ‘ouf of bread from a corner grocer to keep 
his mother from starving to death, a prison ; 
but for defrauders who abscond with half a 
million of dollars, a castle on the Rhine, or 
waiting until the offense is forgotten, then a 
castle on the Hudson ! 

Another remark needs to be made, and 
that is that people ought not to go into 
places, into business or into posit) vs where 
the temptation is mightier than their 
character, If there be large sums of money 
to be handled and th» man is not sure of 
his own integrity you have no right to run 
an unseaworthy craft into an euroclydon. 

Av abbot wanted to buy a piece of ground 
and the owner would not sell it, but the 
owner finally consented to let it to him 
until he ‘could raise one crop, and the abbot 
sowed acorns, a crop of two hundred years ! 
And I tell you, young man, that the dis- 
honestics which you plant in your heart and 
life will seem to be very insignificant, but 
they will grow up until they will oyershad- 
ow you with horrible darkness, overshadow 
all time and all eternity. Itwillnot be a 
crop for two hundred years, buty ¢rop for 
everlasting ages, 

PE CAREFUL OF TIE PROPERTY OF OTTERS. 

I stand this morning before many who 
have trust funds. It is a compliment to 
you that you kave heen so intrnsted, but I 
charge you, in the presence of God and the 
world, be careful; be as careful of tho 
property of others as you are careful of 
your own. Aboveall, keep your own pri 
vate account at the bank separate fram your 
account as trustoe of an ostute, or trusteo of 
an institution. ‘That is the point at which 
thousands of people make shipw reck. They 
got the property of others mixed up with 
their own property, thoy put it into invest: 
mentand away it all goes, and they cannot 
return that which t ey borrowed. Then 
comes the explosion and the money market 
ié shakon and tho press denounces and the 
church thunders expulsion. In this vast 
assemblage there may be some who havo 
misappropriated trust funda, Put them 
buck, or, if youhave #0 hopelessly involved 
them that you cannot put them back, con 
few the whole thing to those whom you 
bave wronged, and you will sleep better 
nights, and you will have the better chance 
for your soul, If all tho trust funds that 
have been misappropriated should suddenly 
fly to their owners, and all the property 
that has been pucloined should suddenly go 
back to its owners, it would crash into ruin 
every city in America,

The United States was quar- 
relliag with the Samoan Islands on account 
ofa commercial question, Molbourne, the 
capital of Australia, has a great and grow- 
ing population, being larger at present than 
the combined population of Toronto and 
Montreal, The place has developed onor- 
mously during the past fifty years. There 
aro enormous possibilities of trade in 
the southern seas. At present by the 
Canadian Pacific Railway we are neighbors 
to.the southern country ; we are now near 
neighbors, 1t is peopled by fellow citizens 
who are on the same plane as we are, and 
we should cultivate the desire to have freer 
commercial relations with those southern 
countries, The same old flag floats in the 
breeze in these colonies, They are a free 
people, Let everything be done that will 
bring us closertogether. We should stand 
shoulder to shoulder. 


trade relations with each other. The 
United States was unwilling to give us 
free trade because they think they would 
not get the best of the bargain. On every 
ground and for every reason as neighbors 
they ought to be friends. He had never 
spoken and never would against their men. 
e wanted them to respect Canadians ard 
the best way to have this was for Canadians 
to respect teemselyes. He rejoiced that 
the record of Canada was clean in regard to 
its relations with the United States. It had 
never put to an end any treaty made be- 
tween them. I[t was the United States and 
not Canada that ended the treaty of 1854, 
the treaty that George Brown negotiated 
and the Washington treaty. No man dare 
deny that. The Principal held that when- 
ever the United S-ates wanted to talk rea- 
sonably with Canada it would find Canadians 
willing to treat with them. The spirit of 
friendliness should actuate them in all 
things. But they could not be friends long 
unless the Canadians maintained their self- 
respect. Why do men respect the United 
States? Because they were determined at 
all cost to preserve the union and succes- 
sion was wiped ont. So would Canada be 
respected if its inhabitants determined to 
perpetuate the union. He was a Canadian, 
but a citizen of the great British Com. 
monwealth Oanada and Australia are 
the two greatest self-governing colonies. 
The present relations of these colon- 
ies to the mother country was satis- 
factory and working harmoniously, We 
all love our country, and it isa grand thing 
to feel that we inherit so grand a heritage. 
You cannot find in any State of the Union 
a secession movement. It has long since 
been settled that they are united ; and the 
United States has been at peace since that 
question has been settled. It has also 
prospered as it never did before, Although 
we cannot be as wealthy as the United 
States on account of the manner in which 
we are situated, yet we are increasing more 
rapidly than thatcountry. During the Jast 
decade Nova Scotia's population increas 
15 per cent., while the State of Maine(near 
by) only increased 8 per cent. The Pro 
vince of Ontario during the last decade in- 
creased more rapidly than did the great 
New York State, with the advantage of 
having a great metropolis. Independence, 
the speaker said, meant secession ; that wo 
would cease to be Britigh subjects ; that wo 
would shrow aside our constitution ; let the 
name of Oanada be taken away and join 
the United States. When people in a na- 
tion talk about secession, he said, there is 
something wrong, If we do not respect 
ourselves, how can we expect others to re- 
spect us} The question will have to be 
The young men of Ognada 
and Australia will be a nation true 
to the mother country, as they come 
of a good stock. lt is 21 years since the 
confederation of the Dominion had been 
consumated. We have in that time done 
many noble deeds. We have proved that 
we oan put down 4 rebellion, without cost 
to the mother country, or asking her aid. 
We have also, among other questions, 
settled who is master of vuurdomain. We 
havo built a groat highway to tho east, and 
have secured inroads to India, Ohina, and 
Japan, Impossibility is not a word for 
Canadians to use. Some fow yoars ago it 
was said it was impossible to cross the ocean 
by steam, but Mr. Cunard knocked that 
impossibility in the head.

l am a wretched sleeper Somunue, that 
most destrable of all the Olympian gods, 
rejects with heartless persistency all my ad 
vances parsing me by to yive rest ood ob- 
livion to more fortunate mortals, Never- 
thelese, Lowe him someting ; out of theao 
wakeful hours full many a scene 16 boro ; 
though | confuss that however vivid they 
my be, however earnestly | may seok to 
imprint them on my brain, | have always 
found the greatest difficulty in re producing 
them in the morpving. I am told itis a cap 
ital plan to keep a tablet beneath one’s pil- 
low, so that when a spark from the Prome: 
thean fire falls one my riso and embody it 
in writing. But rather than rouse mysolf 
from the delicious langour that ismy only 
substitute for honest sleep, I trust to a 
treacherous memory that often plays me 
false. 

From this first carly stage of sleeplessnes, 
just as the dawn begins to break, I find I 
drop into the desired insensibility,and then 
come dreams—atrange, wild, uncatchable 
dreams, in the beginning impossible to re- 
member succinctly, though trailing recol- 
lections of them run through the mind long 
afterward, especially in working hours; bu 
after these come the still dreams, as | call 
them, where rooms, gardens, furniture, 
star d out bo clear, so well dofaed, that it 
is impossible to forget them. And in these 
rooms and gardens, or sitting on the dream 
lounges are forms, not shadowy or vague in 
apy way, but real, acting, speaking crea- 
tures more intensely real, perhaps, in their 
dream life than tho flesh and-blcod men and 
women among whom in our walking mo- 
ments we live and move, and havo our 
being. ; 

So many works are written on 80 many 
subjects, that the world should well stand 
still to wonder at them ; but of all subjects, 
is there wone so remarkable as that of 
dreams? That old-new belief that each 
one of us is endowed with a twin existence 
has surely some grounds to go on if we 
thine of dreams. Once ontered into one of 
them, and how alive oneis | Each feeling, 
passion, thought, betrays itself. How 
genuine are the sorrows, how thorough the 
laughter! How fraught the acute misery, 
the fear, the horror, the despair! How 
real are all things in that curious outside 
land of ours, and yet —how false ! 

We start, we wake, suddenly we fiad 
ourselves, instead of being tho lordly pro 
prietors of ‘* marble halls,” owners in sad 
earneat of buta very ordinary country house 
whero gas is unknown and the pipes in the 
bath-room are as a rule considerably out of 
order. Not that these sudden changes 
work us any very materialharm. Madness 
has often followed on far lighter shocks, 
but to arise from the most blissful dream 
to find it all so much moonshine has never 
yet, so far as { have heard, done harm to 
anybody. 

It is out of these ‘*marble hall’’ inter- 
ludes that now and then the best ‘stories 
have been evolved. I have myself once or 
twice dreamed an entire tale—ashort one, 
truly, but long enough to satisfy a maga- 
zine editor, and perhaps the most curious 
part of it was, that each time I imagined 
myself reading the story out of some paper 
or other. So vivid seemed the be 
part, that when I woke in the morning 
could hardly convince myself that 1 had 
not read it, and only an examination of the 
paper that had figured in my dream, and 
was then lying in my study, convinced me 
that the whole thing was in reality a mere 
fiction of the sleeping hours. 

I wrote those two stories almost word for 
word as they appeared to me, and when 
printed they seemed to me to read reason- 
ably well. They have, at all events, run 
the gauntlet of English, American, and con- 
tinental criticism, and I have not heard 
that they either excelled or fell short of my 
more ordinary work. 

Twice only this happened to me. Once 
again, however, lately, I dreamed a tale ; 
but one so strange, 80 weird, so complicat- 
ed, that I have up to this shrunk from put- 
ting it into actual words. 

1 don’t know if anybody now remembers 
a book of mine cailed **Beauty’s Daugh- 
ters,” butthe plot of that came to me of 
dreamland—just the very baldest suggest- 
ion of a plot, but it served. 

I stood, as it were, ina large room—ex- 
travagantly large it seemed to me, and only 
very dimly lit. It was night. A hage 
lamp was burning in a distant corner, and 
jast beneath it stood a pot holding a glow- 
ing scarlet cactus. 1 myself had nothing 
to du with my surroundings. I had appar- 
ently floated into the room on some incon- 
sequent air, in an occult fashion, and stood 
there staring (rudely enough if I could be 
seep, which, however, 1 felt was not the 
case) at the two figures this unknown room 
contained, 

Oa a lounge, at the farthest end of it, 
lay a young man, pallid, worn, but beauti- 
ful. Bending over him was the figure of a 
girl. Her back was turned to me, and I 
could only see that her hair was of a light 
shade—not red, but very fair, It seemed 
to me that she was pleading with him, and 
that though he repeatedly repulsed her, it 
was but with the faintest of all hearts he 
did so. That they loved, that they were 
unhappy, that there was some unconquer- 
able objection to their marriage, lay all at 
once quite clear to me, and with it the 
reason. He was crippled—a dying man, 
percliance—yet (and a sort of triumph grew 
within me as I knew this) Love, that great, 
sweet thing that makes the whole world 
“go round,” had so possessed her that she 
was willing to give up her young life—all, 
everyth ng, to be a comfort to that one poor 
stricken unib on this earth, 

This much I grasped, and then came an 
opening of doors, and a rushing in of angry 
people, and a tumult, and—well, it was all 
over then, and I awoke, and a lovely sum- 
mer dawn was breaking over a rejoicing 
earth, 

But that dream come to life with me. 
All was as plain to the waking brain as it 
had been to the sleeping one, as earnest as 
though such flimsy creations as spring 
from a mind sunk in unconciousness are to 
be regarded as of living importance. They 
had been of so much importance until—a 
mouse squeaked, was it! ora dog barked 
—apd I awoke, and all was over. But the 
memory of those two figures, their griof, 
their despair, their clinging hands—all re- 
mained with me. Icould not got rid of 
them, and after battling with these shad- 
ows for a considerable time—five montho, 
lthink—they vanquished me, and I wrote 
**Beauty’s Daughters.”

Parts Financial News, 

Panis, March 17.—With the exception of 
the transactions in rentes and foreign 
securities the Bourse yesterday was dull, 
being engaged in the, settlement. Final 
transactions were made at 225 francs for 
Comptoir d'Escompte shares and 80 francs 
for Societe des Metaux shares, The direc. 
tors of the principal financial houses of 
Paris met at the Ministry of Finance Fri- 
day night aid again last night. It is re- 

orted they decided that the Comptoir 

"Escompte should be placed in liquidation 
and reconstructed, It. is said that 20,000 
shares in the proposed new bank are already 
subscribed for. The employes of the Comp- 
toir d’Escompte haye been invited to withe 
draw their deposits in that bank, which 
from motives of delicacy they have hitherto 
left intact. 

It was learned later that no decision was 
reached at the mecting in regard to the 
liquidation and reconstruction of the Comp- 
toir d’Escompte. It. is believed a further 
20,000,000 francs will be necessary to save 
the Comptoir d'Escempte from judicial liqui- 
dation. 

There was an exciting scone in the Cham- 
ber of Deputies yesterday. M. Laguerre of 
tho Patriotic League made a speech attack. 
ing M. Constans, the Minister of the In- 
terior, whom he acoused of having engaged 
in doubtful transactions whilo acting as 
president of a financial concern in Lyons in 
1882, and ended by calling him a fraudulent 
minister.

70 DOCK, OR NOT TO DOCK. 


A QUESTION OF INTEREST TO PEOPLE 
OWNING HORSES. 


The Process of Docking Described ond He 
lustrated—The Fushionable Methods of 
Arranging Horses’ Tails, 


As nearly every one who owns a horse ia | 
well aware, it is the fad” nowadays to | 
dvive, ride on, or ride behind, a horse with 
a docked tail, Webster says to dock. is to 
cut off, as the ond of a thing, to cut short, 
to curtail, to clip; and that is just what is 
done to the tail of a horse that is afterward | 
said to be “docked.” 

The man who docks horses’ tails says ho | 
subjects the horse to little or no pain. or in- 
convenience afterward, and he satisfies the 
craving of publig taste for things that are 
fashionable, as Well as beautiful | 

The humanitarian looks upon the tail as a 
necessary appendage, designed especially to 
promote horse comfort, and he objects to 
severing it from the horse for that reason. 
Lovers of the horse, as a rule, are said to ad- 
vocate the practice of docking, and they be- 
lieve that fashion should be recognized in the 
dressing of a horse as in the dressing of 
man,

A newspaper reporter who witnessed | a full*made horse that is uot too large for 


docking operation describes it as follows : 
Tire word having been given that the sur- 


‘geon was ready to dock the horse, bandages 
were put around the horse’s hind fetlocks

machine, made very much after the style of 


a lemon squeezer, On the upper portion of 
the “squeezer,” near the end where the two 
pieces of wood is connected, was a semi- 
cireular bladed knife, and on the lower por- 
tion a bed in which the knife rested when 
the nachine closed up. The operator got 
the horse's tail between the handles of this 
machine and ina jiffy the knife closed down 
on the tail and a portion dropped. to the 
floor, As the knife penetrated the member 
the horse winced fora moment, but after 
the member was seyered he did not seem to 
suffer. The next portion of the operation 
was the singeing or cauterizing of the end 
of. the tail that remained on the horse. A 
singeiug iron, white with heat, resembling 
in every respect a common carriage, nut 
wrench, with a small hole inone end, was 
brought into use, While, the ‘‘docker” 
moyed this iron over the raw part of the tail 
the horse again showed signs of pain, but 
his actions were not violent enough to dis- 
turb in the least the man workin 
iron, who very complacently puffed the cigar 
in his mouth and attended strictly to busi- 
ness without saying a word. In less than 
two minutes from the time the horse was 
hitched the entire process of docking was 
over, all the fixtures about the horse to kee 
him quiet were removed, and the dain 
beast with the new fungled and fashionable 
tail had his nose stuck in his hay rack pull- 
ing down hay to eat, little thinking what o 
great change a moment had made in his 
appearance and what a want he filled for 
the wealthy gentleman who desired to be in 
fashion. 

After the operation the docker turned to 
the newspaper man and artist companion 
and said, ‘‘that horse made more fuss than 
any horse I ever docked in my life, and I 
defy any one to say that he was cruelly 
treated. It would be more cruel to drive 
bim unshod over a slippery road or to doctor 
him in the usual manner for a deseased tail. 
The practice of docking, as it is at present 
done, is not in the least cruel, for the cut- 
ting off of the tail is almost instantaneous, 
The tail is cut straight across between the 
bones nowadays, and notas it used to be cut 
in docking a few years ago. Then the tail 
was cit A shape and the edges were sewed 
together arid allowed to heal. It took some 
time for healing, and the lower end of the 
appendage was sore till the part healed ¢ . 
tirely. 

Dodkiing and pricking o horse’s tail makes 
the horse hold his tail almost straight up in 
the air, as shown in the accompauying cut, 
Docking a horse to conform to the present

in iteclf is not cruel, insomuch as the bair 
in the tail is ulmost as long after the end of 
the tail is cut off os before the docking is 
done, ‘To make the tail conform to the 
present fashion, the hair must be cut off 
up to within a foot or soof the root; and 
then again, this practice is hardly any 
more cruel] than the simple banging of 
a horse's tail, without docking, and 
banging is an every day occurrence. To 
dock and prick & horse's tailis in a measure 
cruel, The pricking is dono after the dock 

ing is finished, A pricking blade is run into 
the horse's tail at one side and then the 
other in two or three parts, Then the 
**pricker™ draws the knife toward the outer 
end of the tail, cutting all the muscles and 


tissues on ite path. Once cut, the tail is 
drawn up and Pitched with a pulley block 
in the position the owner desires the horse 
to carry his appendage, end in that position 
it is hed till Yh the cuts made in the opera 
tion ave healed.”

There was no explanation 
save an unofficial one that the newspapers had 
combined to send no tenders, The 
aldermen proved equal to the occasion 
avd in pursuance of their previous 
determination that for the future they would 
advertise in only one in place of all four city 
papers, they recommended to Council that the 
advertising be given to The Citizen, and that 
where insertion in two papers was called for 
by law Le Canada should ba given the second 
choice. Of the committees of eight one 
favored dividing the spoils equally amongst 
the four, but the seven argued thatthe course 
agreed upon as above was the one best calcu: 
lated to draw tenders next year. 

Another chapter in the Brown failure epi- 
sode was enacted to-day, when rumors wero in 
wide circulation that he bad jumped his bail 
and left for perts unknown.

CANADIAN COPYRIGHT. 


The Association's Views Presented to Min- 
isters by the Deputation. 

OrrawA, March 16.—A deputation from 
the Canadian Copyright Association, con- 
sisting of J. Ross Robertson, Dan. A. Rose 
and J. A. Taylor, had an interview to- 
day with Sir John Thompson and Hon. Mr, 
Carling, Mr. Lowe, Deputy Minister of 
Agriculture, also being present, concerning 
the bill now before the Framed They sub- 
mitted to the Government that it was of 
vital importance that provision should be 
made inthe bill that registration of any 
work by the author to secure exclusive 
copyright should be made at Ottawa prior 
to or simultaneously with the publication 
of his work elsewhere. That further liberty 
should be given to all publishers to register 
works prior to publication, but should the 
authors also register prior to publication 
elsewhere, then only bs authors’ registra- 
tion would be valid. They claimed that 
unless such was done the proposed bill 
would be useless, as otherwise our market 
would be flooded with American reprints 
during the three months allowed to publish. 

Attenticn was also called to Chancellor 
Boyd's decision given last week, by which 
English editions of Canadian copyright 
books cannot be imported into Canada, and 
it was stated that as the law now stands it 
is offensive to the English publisher and 
also to the Canadian consumer who wishes 
a superior edition to the Canadian, so they 
propose that sec. 6of our present act be 
struck out with the exception of the last 
lines which will then allow importation. 
Sir John Thompson stated to the deputation 
that it was the Government's intention to 
meetas faras possible the wishes of the 
deputation. In the afternoon the deputa- 
tion again met Mr, Lowe, when the matter 
was further discussed. 

It is expected the bill will receive its 
second reading this week.

As with many other things, the harm from 


tobacco or alcohol, lies not in use but abuse, 
and the resulta of this abuse may be found 
in the enfeebled conditionof the nervous sys- 
tem. But while we condone the molerate use 
of good tobacco,we have no wards of con- 
demnation strong enough for the use of the 
cigarette, that ehomination of the present 
day. The contents of the cigarette is gen- 
erally found to be of imperfectly prepared 
poor tobacco, in which is a lar ee of 
nicotine, strongly impregnited with opium, 
stramonium ot belli onna, while the wrap- 
por is the ordinary quality of paper, whiten- 
ed by arsenic, The use of this must surely 
create in the smoker a habit of using opium. 
Aside from these adulterations, the evil of 
cigarette smoking arises from the inhalation 
of the carbon-monoxide, which is so extreme- 
ly poisonous on account of its strong affinity 
for the hemoglobin of the blood. Almost 
all cigarette smokers inhale and forco 
through the nasal passages the smoke ; the 
narcotine and carbon monoxide is absorbed 
by the delicate membrane and produces ita 
elfects on the system. No stronger argu- 
ment against this method of smoking could 
befound than in the numberless cases of 
broken-down nervous systems among our 
boys and young men. We have seen many 
instances of ‘ tobacco heart ” among boys of 
twelve or fifteen years. The presence of 
amblyopia, which is substantially an affec- 
tion of the optic nerve, is becoming more 
prevalent, and is due to the inhalation of 
tobacco smoke. A celebrated physician de- 
clares that he can name seventy different di- 
seases, some of them incurable, which are 
tho result of the use of tobacco. This may 
be an exaggeration, but it is absolutely cer- 
tain that many an obscure affection of the 
neryous system is the result of its abuse.

he thought the Crooks Act had been sufli- 
ciently long before the country by which 
an intelligent opinion could be given of the 
mannor in which it had accomplished the 
objoct of ita promoters, Ho had to com- 
plain of the manner in which the support- 
ore of the Government had mot the objec- 
tions advanced from the Opposition side of 
the House, **We do not," said the speaker,

complain of—what they had a right to 
complain of—was the manner in which it 
was administered by the present Govern- 
ment and its offictals. (Loud applause.) 
A good deal had beon said with reference 
to cases of flagrant breaches of the law, by 
members who spoke from personal kaow- 
ledge in their own constituencies ; he would 
ask the attention of the House for a few | 
minutes to what had come under his per- 

sonal knowledge, and he again repeated his 
desire to discuss the question in a fair spirit, 

for no party advantage that could be gained 
would justify a perversion of truth, or con- 
done ao injury wilfully inflicted on the 
eflorts that were being put forth in this 
Province in the cause of temperance. The 
Scott Act was not in force in his County, 
and hence his remarks,so far as local know- 
ledge was concerned, would apply to the 
working of the Crooks Act. This Act was 
first passed some 18 years ago, and had been 
repeatedly amended as circumstances had 
shown the necessity therefor.

By this, (said the 
speaker) I mean there is no zeal shown in 
seeing that only proper persons are licensed; 
that the inspection 1 formal; that there is 
a general laxity, and so far from the law be 
ing made a terror to evil doers, it is often 
a cover to the worst kind of acts that shel- 
ter themselves under the licensed traffic in 
strong drink, (Applause.) 

And who are responsible for this state of 
things? Who appoint the Commissioners ? 
Whose officer is the Inspector ? Who regu- 
late the license fees? Who collects the li- 
cense money? And who are trying to take 
credit for being,as above all other men, the 
great defenders of the temperance cause in 
this Province? Why the present Govern- 
ment of Ontario, (Loud applause.) An 
honorable member in the course of the de- 
bate had said that in his county seven- 
eighths of those engaged in the traflic were 
Conservatives. Such was not the case in 
his riding. A large majority were Reform- 
ers, But this had nothing to do with the 
question, except it could be shown that the 
political leaniogsof theapplicantsfor license 
had something to do with the favors grant 
ed by the officials, Of his personal know-

adopted by the farmors of Canada. 

Mr. Platt emphatically declared that this 
resolution was no part of a Rae At — 
the National Policy. He aimed chiefly ab 
the free importation of sweet corn for seeding 
purposes for the development of the core 
system, found to be so profitable to the 
farmers. 

Hon. Mackenzie Bowell opposed the reso- 
lution because it was altogether impracticable, 
not being specific enough in itsterms, If is 
was only seed grain for which free admission 
wis sought, the amount of duty involved was 
infinitely amall. He was rather inolined to 
believe that the agitation on this subject 
had been raised by politicians as a picoemeal 
attack upon the National Policy. 

Mr, Tavlor also opposed the resolution, de- 
claring that the effect of it would be to reduce 
by 74 cents the price of every bushel of coarse 
grain crown in the country, 

Several Opposition members spoke in favor 
of Dr, Platt’s resolution, and when the House 
came together after recess a staunch Conser- 
vative, Gen. Laurie, led off with a speeoh 
warmly supporting the request. 

Then the Finance Minister rose with tho 
atatement.that the matter was one well worth 
looking into and he would consult with the 
Minister of Customs to see what could be done 
about it. 

In advocating that the Ministersof Finance 
and Customs should as promised put their 
heads together to davise a resolution dealing 
with the matter, Mr. Kirkpatrick made ao 
warm speech in support of affording the 
encouragement to the farmers. 

On the other side Mr, McNeill contended 
that the free importation of sweet corn would 
save to the average farmer just 40 cents a 
year, while it might have tlie effect of leas- 
ening the value of all coarse grain grown in 
the country. 

Dr, Platt withdrew his resolution on the 
understanding that the Government would 
give attention to the matter. 

The next subject before the House was in- 
troduced by Mr. Burdett, whe wants a grant 
inaid of the Belleville Drill Shed. on, 
Mackenzie Bowell said if such aid had not 
been already given it was because the city had 
refused to make any grant, declining to follow 
the example of other towns and cities, For 
instance Brantford, which now had in an aj 
plication for a drill shed grant, had itself liber- 
ally supported the institution.

glad that the Minister of Customs bad made

tion was against the policy of the country 
I found there was a sort of applause from 
the Opposition benches, Having had the 
honor, several years ago, of movirg the firat 
resolution in Parliament that led to the 
adoption of this policy, and obtaining the 
verdict of the people upon it, I may be 
permitted to refer to the question now, be- 
cause some members here do nob recollect 
the resolution. I had the greatest difficulty 
in obtaining a seconder. 

Hon. Mr. Power—What yoar was that? 

Hon. Mr, Read— It was in 1877. 

The resolution was as follows ; 

“The present and future interests of the 
manufacturing and agricultural industries 
of the Dominion call for the adoption of 
a National Policy, by which either reci 
procity of trade with the United States is 
obtained or a réciprocity of tariffs is estab- 
lished by Canada.” 

We all know what has since taken place; 
that in the elections of 1878, 1882 and 
1887, that policy has been endorsed by the 
people. It is true that the first Parliament 
elected in 1878 did not run out its full 
term. The Government thought that the 
manufacturers were afraid to put their 
money into enterprises in this country lest 
the National Policy should be reversed at 
the polls, and the Government went to the 
people to ascertain whether they were pre- 
pared to sustain the policy that they had 
inaugurated. You know the result; the 
majorities for the Government have been 
ao large as to be almost unworkable. Ire. 
gret that the hon. gentleman from Ottawa 
is not present in his place to-day, because 
I have to challenge the accuracy of some of 
the figures he quoted in his speech, He 
give the figures of 1873 for 1574. Idonot 
say that he did so intentionally, but as he 
drew his conclusions from those figures 
there is nothing left me but to correct his 
mistakes, You will ask what was the dif: 
ference? The difference was this: In 
1873 the exports of products of the mines 
were $2,500,000 more than they were in 
1874, and by attributing this export to the 
year 1874, when his own government wa 
in power, he attempts to make a point 
against the present Government, 

Hon. Mr. Power— Was there any change 
of policy between the two periods ¢ 

Hon, Mr. Read—Theré wis no change 
of policy, but there was a change of Gov- 
ernment, ‘The hon, geutieman took credit 
to his Goverriment for the exports that had 
really taken place before his Government 
came ipto power, The exporis of the pro- 
ducts of the mine in 1873 were $6,500,000; in 
1874 they amounted to $3,797,216. The 
oxports of the mine in 1888 were $4,339, - 
488, an increase of $362,272 over the ex- 
porta of 1874, instead of a decrease, 2s the 
hon: gentleman claimed in his speech, of 
$2,500,000. I hope the hon. gentleman will 
correct the error into which ho has 
fallen. The hon, gentleman drew from 
these figures the deduction that the 
National Policy has interfored with our 
export trade owing to the heavy tax upon 
mining machinery. Ido not think that is 
a fair conclusion to arrive at, and 1 have 
shown that it is not warranted by the 
figures which he quoted. The discus 
sion turns upon this question: Why have 
not our exports and imports incrcased 
in proportion to what we might naturally 
expect? The answer is ready ; ‘ The 
National Policy aimed at furnishing 
employment for our own people and cou- 
sumption-of our products at home, Has 
it not had the effect? Are Wwe now pur- 
chasing our manufactured goods abroad 
and exporting Our products to maintain 
the working classes of other coutriea? 
The figures show that we manufacture 
more at home and consume more products 
of ourown country in the Dominion, We 
send flour, meal and other articles of that 
character to the Maritime Provinces, and 
in return purchase: our coal from them 
The change in some instances 18 very 
remarkable, In 1874 our importations of 
flour and meal amounted to) $2,590,798 ; 
in 1888 they had fallen to $486,804, a 
decrease of $2,103,904... We were aiming 
at the cultivation of an interproviocial 
trade, in imitation of the policy of our 
neighbors, which is #0 greatly admired by 
the opposition here. In 1874. we imported 
corn to the value of $2,676,761 ; in 1885 
we imported $1,121,089 worth, or $1,546, - 
662 less, Why is that? We put a duty 
on dora, and tho result is that we ere con- 
suming our own products at home, instead 
of importing corn from abroad. Thore are 
many articlos produced on the farm which 
will not bear tranaportation, and the policy 
of the present Government Is to tind a 
home marxet for theav articles, We have 
been encouraging our home trade, which, 
na everyone knows, is the beat trade, Now 
we comu to the article of coal to which the 
hon. gontlevian from Montreal re erred in 
his epeooh yesterday. © Butween 174 and 
1887, which in the latest return Loould gor, 
our export of cos! to the United States has 
fallen from $706,271 to about $100,000,'9 
decreasy of $606,000, although the pro- 
duotion of coaliu this country has iacreased 
largely. Where has it gone tot Our own 
people havo consumed it; we have mined 
more coul and we haveimported loss, ‘The 
iru fficon the Intercolonial Railway shows the 
development of our intoror vincial trade, 
and theru bas beon an equally sstisfacvory 
increase of trade by vessels in the summer 
noanon between the Maritime Proviuces 
and the St. Lawrences. So the National 
Policy has not added so much to our ex: 
port trade ; it never was intended that it 
should, The aim was to furnish omploy- 
mont for our own peoplo at home, instead 
of purchasing the products of foreign labor; 
and, so far as wo can judge by the exprea- 
sion of public opinion at the polls on three 
different ocearionsa, the policy is one 
which is popular with our own people.

£20 cach, and £10,000 in 5000 ordinary 
shares of £20 cach. The coripany is also 
authorized to issue £700,000 of five per cent. 
mortgage debentures. Only preferred 
shares are now offered. Mr. Provand, 
M.P., is among the directors. 

Sir George Warrender, chairman, bas in- 
timated his desire to retire fromthe board of 
the Canada Northwest Land Company as 
soon as suilable provision is made, Tho 
board recommenda the election of Thomas 
Reynolds of London to till Mr. Peacock Ed- 
wards’ place on the board.

Huron, and sought to turn into ridicule 
some of the statements ho had made based 
upon ciores Ho read Mr. Hitt’s resolu- 
tion and his speech tg show thar the idea 
of international Fe Trade as known in 
the United States. involved American con- 
trol of the Canaiian tariff.’ On tho strength 
ofthis he denounced «the whole proposal 
and held up to the scorn of loyalists those 
who made it, He hoped devoutly never to 
live to see the day when Canada would bo 
joined to the United States. 

Mr, Davies followed, He said he had no 
doubt thaton a question of what taxation 
the'farmers had to bear nine men out of ten 
Would. rather gocopt the statement of a 

ractical man like Mr. MeMillan than of 

ir. Cockburn, resident of a city. Hoe 
took Mr, Cockburn. to task for his impu- 
tations as to Liberal loyalty, declaring that 
Liberals. did not hol loyalty tothe Queen 
to involve loyalty that particular fiscal 
policy which’ the member for Toro .to might 
think best, \Ho'reviewed the question from 
a maritime province standpoint at length;

proach to the fortress is by a wide road of} 
‘rudual ascent, so contrived as to be raked 
By fire from one or other of the bustionf 
or outworks througlout its course. 
crosses the ditches over drawbridges, pro 
tected by sate works of great strength. 

In time of war these drawbridges would 
be kept raised, and would. only Be lowered 
temporarily on urgent occasions, When 
raised, the fortress would be inaccessible | 
from without, unless sealing ladders werd 
used-to cross the ditches.

My tour in western Englind liad been full 
of pleasure and instruction, Every place

coast Thad now become quite familiar.

OUR SCHUOL TEACHERS. 


A public school teacher in Ontario, if he 
meets all the requirements of his profes- 
sion, is, or should be, a person of varied 
attainments. A glance ut the examination 
papers for second and third class certificates 
will be sufficient to convince any one that a 
8 ul candidate must know something 
bes than the ‘‘three R’s,”’ which measur- 
ed the qualifications of aspirants for peda- 
gogical fame in the primitive history of our 
educational institutions. To pasa success- 
fally for first-class honors a person goes 
quite beyond the limits of an ordinary 
education, and, barring some classical read- 
ing, is more familiar with the principles of 
the essential branches of modern English 
literature than many who hold university 
degrees. The mathematical subjects em- 
brace arithmatic, algebra, mensuration and 
geometry, with deductions and questions 
that would have puzzled Hypatia, or even 
Euclid himself. Literature covers a wide 
range of subjects, and is madea formidable 
obstacle in the scholastic struggle of candi- 
dates for teachers’ certificates. The appli- 
cant must be prepared to enter into a subtle 
analysis of the poetical fancies of every 
writer of rhyme, with or without reason, 
and also minutely describe the rules that 
are supposed to govern the orthodox system 
of this kind of composition. Fancy a quo- 
tation from Walt Whitman or Joaquin 
Miller being placed betore a young atudent 
in English literature, with a request for an 
exhaustive analysis of the fancies involved, 
and we have some conception of what 
this part of a teacher's qualifica- 
cation signifies. Music hath charms, 
and in this wsthetic age it is absolutely 
necessary that thase charms should be add- 
ed to the public school curriculum. The 
teacher is not always expected to be able 
to give the required instruction, but we 
know that the candidate who can sing, and 
measure the staff from the lowest to the 
highest scale, has a decided advantage over 
his unmusical competitor for the trustees 
favor. The time is not far distant when a 
public school teacher in Ontario must have 
8 fair knowledge of yocal and instrumental 
music, 

Again, the movement is now well ad- 
vanced for the introduction of technical 
subjects in our schools. It is proposed to 
have the pupils taught how to handle tools, 
and measure and cut with a knowledge of 
mechanical rules. The teacher will soon 
find it necessary to add another qualifica- 
tion to his already burdensome task. Of 
course, instructors in mechanical branches, 
and the schools where such subjects are 

taught, will be located in towns end cities, 
éonyenient for the purpose. But this will 
answer for an introduction. To make the 
subject of general value it must havea gep- 
eral application. The poor man who has a 
large family to be educated in a country 
school will have as much right to claim a 
share of the advantages as the more tavor- 
ed residents of poptous centres. This being 
the case, the teachor must qualify for the 
work, or it cannot be generally applied.

Bautimore, Mareh 20.—The Manufac- 
turers’ Record will publish ao letter from 
Andrew Carnegie giving his views upon the 
iron interests of the south, based upon his 
recent investigating tour. Mr. Carnegie 
states that the firat feature which impressed 
him was the general excellence of the plants 
in the South, The blast furnaces, the 
machinery in the mines, the mode of open: 
ing, handling facilites, etc., are all of the 
lateat pattern. The character of the coal, 
iron ore and limestone and the easo and 
cost of mining are all better he says than ho 
had expected. 

As to the cost of pig iron production in 
Alabama Mr. Carnogie says $10 a ton for 
foundry iron, which is the highest grado, is 
a liberal estimate, Some of the best located 
frirnaces may be able to do even better. The 
ability to manufacture at this price must 
give southern manufacturers a Jarge market 
for their pig. When they seek to manufac- 
ture the pig into more advanced forms Mr. 
Carnegie believes it will be converted into 
steel by means of bessemer and open hearth 
basic processes, 

Speculation he says has entered moro or 
less into this southern field. Some ill-ad- 
vised enterprises have been undertaken and 
considleruvle reaction may take place. Mr, 
Carnegie regards the south as Pennsyl- 
vénia’s most formidable industrial rival in 
the future.

the Dominion Board, . 

Sir John Macdonald's resolution providing 
® pystem of pensions for tho Northwest 
Mounted Police. Was adopted, There was 
considerable apposition caused by Hon. 
David Mills, who objected to any oxtension 
of the pension system and thought the 
Mounted Police were paid enough to admit 
of their pension allowdnee being collected 
from their daily pay. 

The rest of the evening wos spent in. the 
discussion of Sir John Thompson's bill codi- 
fying and on certain points amending the 
Jaws relating to promissory notes and bills of 
exchange, Several members of the Opposi- 
tion objected to going on with the bill because 
they said there would not be time for a proper 
discussion if the House waa to adjourn by 
Kuster, and Mr, Laurier said that if they 
could not prorogue by that time the chances 
were that the session would be extended for 
several weeks beyond. 


Mr, Mitchell was amongst the most earnest / 


in protesting against going on with the bill in 
a hurry, because bée said there was a Jaw suit 
in every line, Sir John Thompson decided

A MILITARY DEPUTATION, 


The Government Asked for n Grant to 
Bring Crack Regiments to Camp, 


Orrawa, March 2L—A deputation of mih- 
tary nen from the west arrived in Ottawa to- 
day for the purpose of endeavoring to secure 
Government assistance towards bringing four 
city corps to camp to learn the new system of 
infantry drill just prescribed.’ The corps are 
the Queen’s Own Rifles and Grenadiers of 
Toronto, the Thirteesth Battalion of Hamil 
ton and the Dufferin Rifles of Brantford, and 
it is proposed that they should spend four day« 
together on Niagara Common, an immense

He was 
afraid that the Financé Minister or the Coun- 
cil would not consent to the ~expenditurs in- 
volved, Colonel Orter anid he thought if the 
Government would ploce the sum uired in 
the estiinates they would get genaeal support 
from the House. Major~ Oarpenter agreed 
with this. Colonel Dawson pointed out that 
sitnilar applications from all city corps might 
be granted, and still the expenditure for 1889 
would be leas than for 188S, as a considerable 
reduction bad been wade in the estimates, 
Mr, Adam Brown said {there was no body of 
ten in Canada more deserving of encourage- 
ment than were the volunteers. 

_ Sic Adolphe Caron said the proposition prac- 
tically meant that certain corps should hayo 
sixteen days’ drill instead of twelys as allowed 
at present. He believed himself that twelve 
days was too short a period and lad always 
advocated sixteen days, but bad not been able 
to secure sufficiently large appropriations to 
meeb the outlay. He would lay the applica- 
tion before his colleagues, though he must say 
he thought there was little prospect of suc- 


cess. 

Tne deputation and their parliamentary 
riends next waited npon Sir John Macdonali 
to make the same application to him.

Being further 
pressed, on the score that-the new drill could 
not possibly belearned this year at city head- 
quarters, Sir John jocosely remarked that he 
would arrange it with President Harrison that 
there aoaild be no War tha year.

“THE MOONLIGHT RIDE” 


“DR. TALMAGE’S! DISCOURSE ON THE 
TROUBLES OF NEHEMIAH 


The Intensity of Affection for the Church— 
There Must be Ruin Before There Can be 
Redemption—Creed Cured by Christian 
Work, 


Brooktyn, March 17.—‘' The Moonlight 
Ride” was the subject of Dr. ‘Tal- 
j mage’s sermon this morning, his text 
being taken from Nehemiah ii, 15; 
“Then I went up in the night by the brook 
and viewed the wall and turned~ back, and 
entered by the gate of the valley, and 50 
returned.” He said : 

A dead city is more suggestive than a 
living city—past Rome than present Rome— 
ruins rather than newly frescoed cathedral. 
But the best time to visit a ruin is by moon- 
light. The Coliseum is far more fascinating 
to the traveler after sundown than before, 
You may stand by daylight amid the mon- 
astic ruins of Melrose Abbey, and study 
shafted oriel, and rosetted stone and mullion, 
but they throw their strongest witchery by 
moonlight. Some of you remember what. 
the enchanter of Scotland said in the ‘‘Lay 
of the Last Minstrel :” ; 

Wouldst thou view fair Melrose aright, 

Go visit it by the pale moonlight. 

ALHAMBRA'S MOONLIT ENCHANTMENT: 

Washington Irving describes the Anda- 
lusian moonlight upon the Alhambra ruins 
as amounting to an enchantment. My text 

resents you Jerusalem inruins. The tower 
down. ‘The gates down. The walls down. 
Everything down. Nehemiah on horseback 
by moonlight looking upon the ruins. 
While he rides, there are some friends on 
foot going with him, for they do not want 
the many horses to disturb the suspicions 
of the people. These people do not know 
the secret of Nehemiah’s heart, but they 
are goingas a sort of body guard. I hear 
the clicking hoofs of the horse on*which 
Nehemiah rides, as he guides it this way 
and that, into this gate and out of that, 
winding through that gate amid the debris 
of once great Jerusalem. Now the horse 
somes to a dead halt at the tumbled masonry 
where he cannot pass. Now he shies off at 
the charred timbers, Now he comes along 
where the water under the moonlight flashes! 
from the mouth of the brazen dragon after 
which the gate was named. Heavy hearted 
Neheniha! Riding in and out, now by his 
old home desalted: now by the defaced 
temple, now amid the scars of the city that 
had gone down under battering ram and 
conflagration. ‘The escorting party knows 
not w hat Nehemiah means. Is he getting 
crazy? Have his own personal sorrows, 
added to the sorrows of the nation, unbals 
anced his intellect? Still the midnight 
exploration goes on. Nehemiah on_horse- 
back rides through the fish gate, by the 
tower of the furnaces, by the king's pool, 
by the dragon well, in an ont, until the 
midnight ride is completed , and Nehemiah 
dismounts from his horse, and to the amazed 
and confounded and incredulous body guard 
declares the dead secret of his heart when 
he says, ‘Come, now, let us build Jerusa- 
lem.” ‘What, Nehemiah, haye you any 
money?” “No.” “Have you any kindly 
authority?” “No.” ‘Have you any clo- 
quencet” ‘* No." Yet that midnight, 
moonlight ride of Nehemiah resulted in the 
ee ious rebuilding of the city of Jerusalem. 

‘he people knew not how the thing was to 
be done, but with great enthusiasm they 
cried out, ‘‘Let us rise up now and build 
the city.” Some people laughed and said 
it could not be dorie. Some people were in- 
furiate and offered physical violence, saying 
the thing should not be done. But the 
workmen went right on, standing on the 
wall, trowel in one hand, sword in the other 
until the work was gloriously completed, 
At that very time, in Greece, Xenophon 
was writing a history, and Plato was making 
i ophy, and Denosthenes was rattliug 
nik rhetorical thunder, but all of them to 
gether did not do so much for the world us 
this midnight, moonlight ride of praying, 
courageous, homesick, close. mouthed Neh.

You say, ‘‘He was a cup 
beiirer in the palace of Shushan, and ic was 
a grand place.” So it was, The hall of 
that palace was two hundred feet square, 
and the roof hovered over thirty-six mar- 
ble pillars, each pillar-sixty feet high; and 
the intense blue of the sky, and the deep 
rreen of the forest foliage, and the white of 
the driven snow, all hung trembling in the 
upholstery.

The 
Tomple is dishonored, The walls are brok- 
endown. . lhave no money with which to 
rebuild, I wish I had never been born, 
I wish I were dead,” Not so says Nehe- 
mish, Although he had a grief so intense 
thatit excited the commentary of his king, 
yet that penileas, ¢ Bat inted Nehemiah 
rousos himself up to rebuilkl the city.

disparity in the amounts awarded, 

Col. O'Brien had come in during the discus- 
sion, and rose to say that he too thought this 
‘a very gross case of favoritism.”

In committee of supply the militia estimates 
were taken up.

For reasons nob necessary to 
dwe)l] upon bere neither the young men them- 
selves nor their parents were willing that they 
should enter as private soldiers, 

Col. Kirkpatrick said there was a great deal 
in this. There was much difficulty in getting 
qualitied officers and he thoughy the school 
system was somewhat to blame. They did 
not fulfil theirduty. He would like to see 
them made more accessible and the expense to 
those officers attending reduced. He believed 
that if the officers were allowed to board out- 
side the schools and not compelled to join the 
mess, where for self-respect they bad to wear 
the expensive mess dreas, it would be better 
than continuing the present plan, 

Sir Adolphe Caron said he thought it would 
be not at all practicable to carry out the idea, 
not only because there were not enough 
schools totake in other than members of the 
militia, but also on account of the difficulty 
there would be in maintaining discipline. 

Col. Denison said he had attended the 
military schools twenty years ago when cadets 
were admitted as proposed, and the discipline 
then was just ns good as it is to-day. 

Mr, Barron said his experience had been 
similar, He desired to inquire trom the 
minister if any step had been taken to carry 
out the wishes and recommendations of the 
Major-General who was brought from England 
mainly for the advice that he wasable to 
give, 

Sir Adolphe Caron said these recommenda 
tions bad beon carried out as far as practi- 
cable, 

The publio works appropriations were next 
taken up and discussed until 12.35 when the 
House adjourned. 


From Tho Garetto. 

Orrawa, March 22.—The Canada Gazette 
to-morrow will contain an order-in council 
providing that the special rate of two cents 
per ton in force last year for the passage of 
certain cereala—wheat, Indian corn, peas, 
barley and rye—through the Welland and St. 
Lawrence Canals shall be continued for the 
coming ssason of navigation. 

The total value of goods entered for con- 
sumption in the Dominion, exclusive of 
British Columbia, during February, was $7,- 
885,421; the value of dutiable goods was $5,- 
606,574 and the duty collected $1,737,088. 
For the eight months of tho fiscal yoar an 
increase of $4,500,000 in imports is shown, with 
an increase of $750,000 in duty collected, 

The total valne of exports during February 
was $3,058,852, all the produce of Canada 
with the exception of $108,285. In the past 
eight months the exporta were $60,451,751, or 
$4,000,000 leas than last year, 

The postoffice savings bank atatement for 
February shows that at the eud of that month 
the total amount at depositors’ credit wae 
$22,430,187, an increase of $56,260 in the 
mooth. The deposits wore $581,245, the in 
terest allowed $6024 and the withdrawals 
$531,009

A MARE CLAUSUM. 


Prosidont Harrison Issuce His First Pro 
clamation 


Wasutnoton, March 22.—The following 
was issued this afternoon: 

By the President of the United States of 
America. 

A PROCLAMATION, 

The following provisions of the laws of the 
Unted States are hereby published for the 
information of all concerned: Seotion 
1956, Revised Statues, Chapter 3, title 23, 
enacts that: ‘‘No person shall kill any 
otter, mink, martin, sable or fur seal or 
any other fur bearing animal within the 
limits of Alaska territory or in the wate: 
thereof, and every person guilty thereo 
shall for each offence be fined not less than 
$200 nor more than $1000, or imprisoned not 
more than six months or both, and all ves- 
sels, thoir tackle, apparel, furniture and car- 
go found engaged in violation of this section 
shall be forfeited, but the Secretary of thd 
Treasury shall have power to authorise thd 
killing ofany such mink, marten, sable or 
other fur bearing animal except fur seals 
under such regulations as he may prescribe, 
and it shall be the duty of the secretary to 
prevent the killing of any fur seal and to 
provide for the execution of the provisiong 
of this section until it is otherwise provided 
by law, nor shall he grant avy special privi- 
leges under this section, 

Section 3 of the act entitled '' An aot to 

rovyide for the protection of the salmon 

fisheries of Alaska, approved March 2, 1888, 
provides that : Section 3 —That section 1954 
of the Revised Statutes of the United 
States is hereby declared. to include and 
apply to all the dominion of the United 
States in the waters of Behring Ses, and it 
shall be the duty of the President ata 
timely season in cach year to issue his pro« 
clamation and cvuse the sane to be publish. 
ed for one month at least in ond 
maNepends (if any such there be) pub- 
lishe at each United States rp 
of citry on the Pacific coast 
warning all persons against entering such 
waters for the purpose of violating the pro- 
visions of said section, and he shall alsa 
cause one or more vessels of the Uni 

States to diligently cruise said waters an 

arrest all persons and seize all yessels found 

to be or to have been engaged in any vio- 
lation of the laws of the United States 
therein, 

Now therefore, 1, Benjamin Harrison, 
President of the United States, pursuant to 
the above recited statutes hereby warn a

ehring Sea within the dominion of the 

United States for the purpose of violati 

the provisions of said seution 1956 Revis: 

Statutes, and I hereby proclaim that all 

persons found to be or to have beon engag- 

ed in any violation of the laws of the Uni 
ed States in said waters will be arrested and 
punished as above provided, and that all 
vessels so employed, their tackle, apparel, 
furniture and cargoes will be seized and for« 
feited,

THREE OFFENOES, 


Josepb Douglas charged with Asanalt. 
Larceny, and Bigamy, 

When Joseph Douglas was brought be- 
fore the Police Magistrate this morning, 
three serious charges were preferred against 
him. ‘The first charge was that of 

ASSAULTING 
Isabella Babcock, to which he pleaded guil-

LARCENY.

procuring witnesses, The kettle, he said, 
came from the United States, and the har 
ness he bought from a man in thecity. Lhe 
case was enlarged until Monday. 


BIGAMY. 

The third charge and the most serious one 
was that of bigamy, and read as follows : 
Joseph Douglas, of the city of Belleville, 
did, during the month of October, in the 
year of our Lord 1884, being then married, 
teloniously marry Rachael Babcock, during 
the life time of the other wife of the said 
Joseph Douglas.” ‘fo this charge he 
pleaded not guilty, and elected to be tried 
by the Magistrate. The only evidence 
taken in this charge was that of the Chief, 
which was as follows : 

Doug!as was arrested on a warrant charg- 
ing him with assault. As is customary, he 
(the Chief) asked him the usual questions 
after he had been arrested. Asked him if 
he was married and ho replied in the af- 
firmative. Asked him if he had ever been 
married before and, after a few minutes’ 
hesitation, he replied that about eight 
years ago he was married to one Annie 
Soriber, daughter of John Scriber, of the 
village of Brighton, by, he thought, a 
Methodist minister, He left her, he assert- 
ed, because she was a loose character, Four 
years ago last October he was married to 
Rachael Babcock, daughter of Catharine 
Babcock, of this city. He never obtained 
a divorce from his first wife nor had legal 
separation. He was married to Babcock 
by the Rey. Mr. Bird of this city. 

Mr. L. H. Henderson, the prosecuting 
attorney, asked to have the case enlarged 
for the purpose of procuring the necessary 
witnesses, and it was accordingly leid over 
until Tharsday next.

A subject of national and urgent import- 
ance wl a man most highly qualified to 
deal with it-the combination is rare enough 
The Hon. H. G. Joly de Lotbiniere’s Som 
merville lecture on “The Forestry of Can- 
ada’ should be read with more than passing 
interest, and should be taken to heart by 
every Canadian. 

Forestry, Mr, Joly said, was one of those 
subjects which did not awaken the interest 
it deserved in Canada.- This was regarded 
in Europe as the land of forests, and wo 
should feo) proud of the natural advantages 
which Providence has vestowed upon us 
in this respect.

NEW RULES FOR HOTELS.

Quebec. He pointed to the comparative 
absonco of trees in the North-West of Can- | 
ada, and strongly advocated the systematic 
cultivation of new ones by Government aid, 
The white pine, the treasure of our forests, 
was fast disappoaring and de lerforating in 
quality, while each year they had to go 
farther than ever to find it. He laid down 
asan admitted fact that the presence or 
absence of forest land influences very large- 
ly the water-courses. 

There Was & very unreasoning prejudice 
against forestry, Mr, Joly went on to say, | 
even among lumbermen, who supposed that 
it meant the stoppage of the entire timber 
trade of the country, Whereas, just the 
contrary was'the case. He held the true 
meaning of forestry to be the cutting down 
of trees on a judicious and systematic scala | 
at ® proper season, £0 as to promote tha) 
growth of their fellows, by which means 
they could continue to enjoy forever the 
advantages to be derived from forests, in: |} 
stead of precipitately exhausting their source | 
esof supply. The forests of Quebec belong } 
to the Crown, under an ancient deed of con- 
veyance, and he felt that they must look to 
in their pro- 
servation and maintenance of this responsi- 
ble trust. They were certainly far from 
doing all that they ought to do ; ae: at the 
samo time, there were some good and hope- 
ful features about their administration. 

He warmly approved the amended Domin- 
ion Act of 1883, by which the Governor- 
General wis entrusted with large powers of 
maintenance of the forest slopes of tho 
Rocky Mountains, and urged the moro 
general application of the spirit and inten- 
tion of this law to all the disaflorested lands 
of Canada. He quoted the opinions of our 
neighbors across the border, who admitted 
that though our niethods in this respect 
were crude and undisciplined they strongly 
upheld the fact of the title of ownership 
being wholly vested in the Crown instead of 
being sold outright to the purchasers of 
timber limits. This, he urged, should 
teach them that there was still time to 
profit by the hard-earned experience of the 
past. . 

Giving a numbeg of practical i 
for the guidance of those having authority 
over the forest lands of Canada, Mr. oly 
strongly urged that there should first of all 
be a rigid classification of lands, or rrable 
lands, showing the difference between agri- 
cultural and non agricultural lands, or arable 
lands and those only fit for the growth of 
lumber, and declared it to be a most refined 
species of cruelty to force the poor unfortu- 
nate settlers to take up land which was 
wholly unfit for agriculture. Next, he held 
it to be wrong to force the timber limits on 
the market, saying he never saw advertised 
the sale of these limits—over thousands and 
thousands of miles of country—without feel- 
ing sorry ; then he urged the regulation of 


the size of timber, the discontinuance of the 
manufacture of square timber, and resistance 
to the strong effort being made to remove 
the export duty on logs. His final point 
was the preservation of our forests from 
fires, and he was glad that the Governments 
both of Quebec and Ontario were di 

to enforce this latter by calling on the limit- 
holders to contribute one half the cost of 
ensuring a thoroughly efficient means of pro- 
tection. In Canada they, unfortunately, 
possessed no school of forestry, and he knew 
not when they would get one ; but it was 
a healthy sign of the times that the era was 
now past when the settler regarded the 
lumber on his holding as his worst enemy. 
He was no longer obliged to sacrifice it to 
the flames ; but now that the railway system 
carried the iron road to some of the remo- 
test corners of the Dominion he was able to 
dispose of his incumbrance to more pecuni- 
ary advantage. 

‘As to the creation of new forests, it was 
principally in the North-West that we want- 
ed them. Throwing out soine valuable hints 
as to the means to be taken to re-afforest 
the country, Mr. Joly urged the cultiva- 
tion of such trees as the sab leat maple which 
gave almost os large 4 percentsee of sugar 
as sap-maple itself, and the black walnut, 
which was even more valuable that mahog- 
any. This latter required a better quality 
of ground than ordinary timbers, but there 
were vast tracts of virgin soil, never broken 
by the plough, which could be utilized for 
this purpose. The Government, he urged, 
should make the most liberal experiments 
with the view of securing the very bvst re- 
sults for the different localities of Canada 
and said this could be done at very little 
expense. ‘The whole machinery was prac- 
tically at hand, os the Government had 
stations of mounted police at various points 
along the prairie which could be made into 
depots. oT of now in the Province of 
Quebec, after all its npglect and spoilation, 
the vast areas of former forest land were to 
be properly kept from the ravages of the 
cattle, it would do much towards reafforesta- 
tion. Inconclusion, he spoke strongly in 
favor of the advantages already derivable 
from the institution of Arbor Day; and 
above all urged the duty of instituting a 
thorough system of education on this sub- 
ject in all the schools of Canada in order that 
the young and rising generation might bo 
drilled in a course of moral and mental gym- 
nastics, teaching them all that was to bo 
taught in connection with tree planting, and 
giving them practical lessons upon it, bo- 
sides inculcating the great moral truth con- 
tained in the lesson of not living selfishly 
for themselves alone, but for the benefit of 
the gonorations that wore to follow.

Her hushand was in command of the 
forces, and had shown exactly that ability 
at organization which was needed in those 
days, just after Confederation. As it hap- 
pene, however, I was taken suddenly ill on 
tho following day—so suddonly that 1 had 
only time to call out to my secretary, Bor.

purposes of his church, and among them the

June A. Patterson ree 
gistered in the Second Precinct of the Fourth 
Ward in the morning. When her husband 
went to the place of registration about noon, 
and discovered that bis hetter half bad regia 
tered, lw declared that if his wife intended to 
vote he would keep the proper balance by re-, 
maining at home tomimd thechildren. In the 
Tweltth Ward the ladies exhibited a portrait 
of Mra. Grows, the ladies’ candidate, and one 
of David Ferguson, her Democratic ppponent: 
who is a member of the registration board,an 
who bas yet to be complimented for his beauty.

When 
it was too IJate the authorities got 
onto the gane and followed in a 
steamer, but McGarievle was beyond the 
power of the United States law, At Port 
Huron the Edward Blake was boarded, bat 
the game, which throughout the whole voyage 
had kept secluded, his identity bemy unknown 


even to the captain, waa gone, He bad 
quietly gut into a row boat and was 
rowed to rhe Canadian shore. He located 


for some tine near St. Catharines, where be 
had friends, afterwards visited Montreal and 
then went to Banff, that delightful Northwest 
resort, where lie has Spent many pleasant 
months. 

Mr. McGarigle left Banffa week uo and 
Winnipeg three daysago, The C.P.R. train 
from North Bay that reacheu the Union 
Station early on Saturday morning bad Mr, 
McGarighs for one of its paxsengers. He 
drove to the residence of some friends in 
Berkeley-street aud later came down town and 
registered ut the Rossin House, being assigned 
to room No. 161. He was in fine bealth 
and good apirits and cordially crested 
the few friends he wet. While not caring to 
say much to ousiders about his Chicago affairs 
he admitted that lie would like to have matters 
settled so that le might go back to Chicago.

SIR CHARLES RUSSELL RENEWS THE

Provisions of the New German Penal

Attorney- 
General Webster in reply to the speaker's 
letter had written that he believed he bad 
hauded such lettera to him, but he would hava 
to rofer to his shorthand notes for confirma- 
tion, The Attorney-General was miatakenin 
supposing that lin bad given bine 
five days, before. Pigote testified letters 
discrediting Pigott’s evidence. The letters.in 
Which Pigott. confessed his fear of cross- 

examivation had come upon the speaker aud 
his colleaguns as a, complete aurtrine, Alter 


complaing. in court regarding the manner in 
which the Attorney-General bad conducted 
the case. He did not impute dishonorable

The Attorney-General persisted that if Sir 
Charles had consented to haye the letter from 
Mr, Soames to Pigott read in court be

ferred,

ceeding three years, Persons convicted of a 
second offence wey be forbidden to reside in 
certain places.

Social- 
ists who have been expelled from the country 
Aball net be allowed to return within five 
years after tho adoption of the code unless by

FRESH FACTS FOR THE BENEFIT OF 
AGRICULTURISTS, 


Conveniences for the Poultry Mouse—A 
Novel Feeding Coop for Young Chicks— 
Notes, 


Looking after a flock of poultry requires a 
good many steps, and it is woll to plan the 


houses and yards #6 O8 to save all the 
strength and time ‘possible. The soll in the 
hovises must be renewed every year, Instead | 


of having the fences which separate one yard | 


from the other all putup permanently, o 
larye gate can be made close to each house 
so that the team which removes the old soil 
and brings new can yo clone to the front 


windows, through which the carth can be 
thrown, saving the handling of it two or 
throe times. Somecakvenient internal ar- 
rangements of the poultry house are shown 
inthe accompanying illustration. Ground 
oyster aholl is now considered a necessity in 
eyery house and in kept by the fowls all tho

timo, Instead of throwing it on the ground, 
have a box or an old frit can nailed to thd 
partition to keop itfin, For water dished 
nothing is better than an old paint-key cut 
down half way with one stave left for a 
handle, The old paint still sticking to thd 
inside of the keg may be cleaned off by fill- 
ing the keg with wood ashes well saturated 
with water, which after being allowed to 
soak awhile may be cleaned out, when tho 
paint will.come with it. This water dish is 
set on a low platform or box to prevent the 
hens scratching the sand into it and yet low 
enough to allow them to drink conveniently. 
The feed box for the morning feeding of 
warm dough ought not to be simply a pan 
or board placed on the ground in the midate 
of the house. Itis made, as shown in the 
engraving, by fastening a, board from six to, 
eight inches wide like a shelf to the side of 
the pen about six inches from: the ground, 
rovided with a slatted cover to prevent the 
owls from getting their feet into the food. 
This cover may be hung on hinges or leather 
straps and held up, while the dough is being 
utin, by a strap on the partition above. 
th dishes and shelf can be on one side, 
and much room saved, A platform is pro- 
vided under the roost and under this the 
nests are placed, with access for the hens 
on the back side so that they will be dark. 
Adrop.is provided on the front to be raised 
in order to get the eggs. 


Feeding Coop for Chicks. 

A device which is designed to give little 
chicks a chance to take their food without 
being harassed and robbed by the older fowla 
consists of a slatted box, four feet long, 
twenty inches wide. anda foot high. The 
ower parts of the sides are covered With 
boards and the remainder of the coop with 
laths. The bottom is left open, the box 
resting on the ground. At each end next ta 
the ground is an opening three inchis widd 
and a little more in height, to admit’ the 
chicks. ‘The food is scattered inside on the 
ground through the slatted top. A coop of 
thé dimensions named will be sufficient for 
thirty chicks until they are four wecks old. 
It should be removed to fresh ground every 
two or three days. These clianges will help 
to Keep the chicks clean and thereforo 
healthy, Attention to little matters of this 
kind often makes the difference between 
success and failure in poultry culture. There 
is no sort of use in trying to raise poultry 
for profit where the little chicks are neglect« 
ed as they are on too many farms ; and thosa 
who have not sufficient patience to * bother” 
with such niatters had better leave them to 
some one else who has. 


Notes, 


It costs something like $40 a year to main- 
tain a cow, ‘and the profit lies in whntishe 
yields above the cost and maintenance. 

Poultry will eat broken glass with benefit 
where eA gritty materialis scarce. The 
need something of the kind, and it shoul 
not be withheld. “ 

Asa remedy for lice nothing is better or 
cheaper than dry dirt.

A fertilizers; the other by feeding farm 
animals the foods that are rich in fertilizin 
elements, such as nitrogen, phosphoric and 
and potash. 

Be very particular, says an exchange, 
about disinfecting the kitchen sink, Wash- 
ing soda, two tablespaontnls toa gallon of 
boiling water, makes an excellent wash to 
pour hotinto the sink at night, after the 
work of the day is over. 

A complete change of the soil in flower- 
pots is sometimes necessary, and will enable 
a plant to secure more food and grow better. 
Ifthe same soil is used too loug it may be- 
come unfit for the health of the plants, as 
well as harbor worms and parasitic inseots. 

An scre in fruit, especially of strawber- 


ries, will sometimes pay better than five |’ 


acres of grain. It should pay the farmer to 
have a sufficiency of fruit for his own uso 
alone. A large quantity can be canned for 
winter use, and if aflords an agreeablo 
change without much cost. 

Every farm, however small, should, if 
possible, have its wood lot, Besides the 
supply of summer fuel, it is ey convenient 
if one needs a post or afew rails for ropaird 
to gothere andselect them. In cutting out 
trees reference should be had to the welfare 
of those that are left. It is well to goto 
the lot with acart and Fe up the chips 
and take them tothe wood shed. 

It is unwise to grow hay to be sold off 
the farm. Stock raising and grass growing 
are joint occupations. A higher price can 
be obtainéd for hay by converting it into

You will readily seo the drift of my argu- 
There are over thirty factories be 

longing to the Belleville Board of Trade. 
Now there are thirty days’ work for sales 

men of these firms to seil these cheese mar- 
ket days, aleo $1 for expenses they attend 
market, and if two or three of the must in- 
fluential factorymen don’t sell the conse- 
quence is no sales, which is very annoylig, 
after our buyers cabliog for orders and ben 

terms, receive orders largely and cannot fill 
them ; consequently orders cancelled, as 
wea the case tomy own knowledge at dif- 
ferent times last season. I know for a fact 
of salesmen refusing a price on this board 
and buyors going out that same night in 
other districts and buying to fill ordore, and 
our Belleville men return next week to 
take less inoney. Thirty saleamen on an 
average of $100 for the season, would cost 
$3,000, and then they are the poorest paid 
men—well, | might say in the world, One 
hundred dollars for a man to attend every 
market day and ‘eat himself,” as Pat would 
say: besides being responsible for $8,000 to 
$20,000 worth of business, is no remunera- 
tion. 

But whethor we form combines or nob,my 
advive to factorymen would be to sell as 
s00n as your cheese aro properly cured, keep 
them on the move while fresh and eell when 
buyers are anxious for your cheese, By so 
doing your cheese go into consumption 
while in condition. Do not hold them on 
your factory shelves until atale, and then 
make yourcheese maker responsible for you 
holding cheese to speculate on. In my 
opinion, farmers should not t 6 speculators.

By the Britiwh North Amorien Aob the 
Jewvita estates trust was recogiised by the 
whole Dominion as a trust to be adminiatered 
for educational purposes,and itcould not new be 
claimed thatit was a matter only for the Pro- 
vinee of pues. Avs if to cover the detect in 
their title the Jesuita had left the 
disposition of the grant from the Quebec 
Legislature to be dealt with by the Pope, and, 
as shown by ie correspondence, the Pope 
allowed the Quebec Government to diaposy of 
the estates, He denied that the Province of 
Quebss enjoyed any constitutional liberty to 
appeal tothe Pope, aud declared that thore 
were uo civil or religious rights uccorded by 
the Quebec Act that were not controlled by 
the act of supremacy 

It had been said that though this Society of, 
Jesus had once been bad, it had thrown off its 
evil habits and was now-a society worthy of 
encouragement, but if the weapons id used 
were different the end sought to be acoomplish: 
ed was the same. The society was os danger* 
ous as in the past, and in this free country it 
war not proper to enoourage a society whioh 
inculcates principles dangerous to tho public 
welfare, iin realized that the verdict of the 
House would be against hiv resolution, but he 
Was willing toappeal from the jury of the 
House to the jury of the people, who he 
thought would unmistakably declare that no 
foteign authority, civil or religious, should be 
nllowed to have any voice in its government. 

Mr. Rykert rose to reply. Declaring him 
sel€an Orangenian, he ridiculed the threats 
made in certain new spapers of Outario against 
such of the members of that order as should 
dare to oppose disallowance in this House, Ip 
was one of the tirst principles of the Orange 
Order that civil ond religious liberty should 
be maintained, but while contending for auch 
liberty he did'not feel called apon to jom the 
allinuce which had been formed against his 
Roman Catholic fellow citizens. He thought 
that a canvass of the people of Ontario would 
show that a large majority of the people of 
that province took the same view of the 
question. He pointed out thav the inevitable 
result of the encouragement of an Ontario 
crusade against Romau,Catholiciam would bes 
crusade in the Province of Quebec against 
Protestantism, and, that every Protestans 
would be driven from that province, 

He dwelt at some length upou what he term: 
ed the extraordinary course of The Globe on 
this question, and characterized The Mail as 
even more extraordinary in the stand it bad 
taken of late upon every question affecting 
the interests of the French-Canadiau and 
Roman Catholic peopla 

Referring to the agitation which had been 
raised in favor of appealing to the Queen to 
disallow the act, he declared that this power 
of Her Majesty applied only to acts passed by 
the Dominion Parliament, nob to those pass- 
ed by provincial legislatures. He cited 
authorities to show the inadvisability of 
Dominion interference in logielation within 
the competence of the provincial legislatures. 

Mr. Rykert, continuing after recess, cited 
instances to show the impossibility of Imperial 
interforence with provincial legislation, not- 
ably inthe onse of the memorial from New 
Bran: wick in 1875, when LordCarnarvon replied 
tl ugh he had laid the petition before the 
Queen Hor Majesty's ministers could nob 
advise her to pass judwme nt upon an actofea 
provincial legi«lature, 

He considered that there was no question of 
Dominion policy involved in thia and thas it 
was unwise and unexpected for the House to 
discuss such a question in the mauuer in which 
this had been presented, 

Mr. Barron oxpressed regret that on this 
Measure He bad to vote against the party with 
which he hed worked so harmoniously since 
hie entry into the House and to vote agains 
hie political leader and combat hia opinion.

‘There is never any 
thing most popular but the waltz, It has 
held a pte-crinent position in gocial enter 
tainmeént almost from the time it was first 
Introduced. ‘There are other dances which 
the accomplished gentleman or lady must 
know, but the waltz comes first in order of 
learning and first in order of importance.” 


ABOUT TO BEGIN. 

“The w iltz,” he said ‘originated, as per- 
hapstyon know, in Boheminy and iit is fre- 
quently styled the German national dance, 

ust when it arose it is difficult of course to 
Buy, but-it was some time in the later part 
of the eighteenth century, It was discover- 
ed by the Frenoh and Englieh early in this 
century, and made instant progress into 
estoy all over the civilized world, We 

gin with that in teaching our students for 
two reasons: lirst, perhaps, because it is 
the one thing the student is most ambitious 
to learn, and as a rule, you know socict 
people are not much inclined to go through 
& long season of dry aud routine exervises, 
as piano students have to, before they reach 
the practice of the thing they ultimately 
wish to muster. ‘The second reason, which 
isthe better one from the point of view of 
the terpsichorean artist, is that a good 
waltz step cultivates the grace of movement 
and command of the litnbs which is essenti- 
al to good dancing of any variety.

that few people who begin with the square 
dances learn to do them well. If you were 
ever at a country ball you have only to re- 
member the styles in vogue there to seo the 
truth of this. NEE country gentleman, who 
doubtless takes as much delight in dancing 
as. the most cultivated member of the Four 
Hundred, is full of life and energy, and is all 
action, regardless of grace. In a crude way 
his movemente are rhythmical, but there is 
no uniformity in the steps he takes, anda 
dozen different steps may be in use during 
the same darice by as many different people, 


Such a man, accustomed to holding his hands 


behind his back and keeping up a light shuffle 
at every bar of the music, or even cavorting 
about the room more violently, would cut a 
rather sorry figure in the society waltz, even 
granting that he knew something about the 
movements, S6, as I say, it is, the best 
thing to begin with the waltz, because there 
we cultivate that grace which is necessary 
to all society behavior. ‘fhe man who has 
learned to waltz well will find all other 
dances and all other behavior casy matters 
to acquire,” 

“ What is the first thing taught?” 

“ We begin with a gent emanly or lady- 
like pose, and show the pupil how to stand 
correctly while waiting for that bar of the 
music to sound which will be his cue for be- 
ginning to dance. -The initial pose is, of 
course, very natural and eas to learn, though 
i is frequently a somewhat difficult matter ta 
impress upon the pupil that he or she must 
not crook the elbow or raise the hands above 
that point where they naturally lie when 
clasped. Your awkward waltzer takes the 
lady’s hand in a firm grip and raises it to 
about the level of his face, and with his 
other arm he either grasps her tight about 
the waist or seizes hold of her elbow and 
starts ot on a dance asif he were a fikh, with 
fina on each side fully extended. All this is 
wretched, The lady's hands should rest 
lightly upon his arm just below the shoulder 
and his hand should just touch the back of 
her waist When we hove impressed this 
role upon the pupil, the next thing is to learn 
the step. ‘This is to be taught by imitation, 
of course, and the only general point that J 
caii‘give about it without paving ® lesson 
outiight is that in making the step the toe 
should not be turned in. It is the mistake 
mated by all dancers Who are carcless, oy wha

THE OYSTER BEDS OF ACADIA. 


Some Interesting Information on the Econo 
mic Mollusca of Canada. 


Ata recent meeting of the Natural His- 
tory Society of Halifax. An interesting 
reper prepare by W. F. Ganong of Har- 
vard University, was read. 

The molluscs useful to man which occut 
in Acadian waters, Mr. Ganong said, may 
be divided into seven groups, according as 
thy are, have been, or can be used for, (1) 
food, (2) bait in the fisheries, (3) fertilizers, 
(4) ornaments, including pearls, (5) money, 
(6) dyes, (7) minor uses, Of the first the 
most conspicuous is the oyster; next comes 
the soft clam, hard clam, (or quahog), peri- 
winkles, scallops, mussels, whelks, razor- 
fish, etc. In the second, the most imports 
ant is the squid, then comes the clam, theh 
the mussels, whelks, etc. Of the third 

up are the oyster, the immense deposits 
of dried shells of which are so valuable to 
Prince Edward Island, the niussel, the squid, 
etc. Under the fourth, comes the hard 
clam or quahog, the purple part of the shell 
of which was used in making wainpum: The 
latter was used alsoas money. Mr. Ganong 
quoted from Lescarbot and Denys, show.n; 
how highly it was valued by the Indians o 
Acadia, but that they probably obtained it 
by trade from southern Indians and did not 
manulacture it themselves, These influ- | 
ences are of considerable importance and 
seem to have escaped the notice of all 
writers on the subject. S 

Of Molluscs which yield udye, the mosé | 
important is the purple-shell oe 
capillus), which is exceedingly abundant | 
everywhere upon the Acadian coast. ‘It | 
yields a rich crimson unchangeable dye, 
not affected by acids nor alkalis, Of shells 
useful for minor purposes, such as dishes 
and the like, thereare several, the hen-clam 
(Mactra solidissima) and the scallops being 
the most important. 

Among the Molluscs injurious to man, 
tho most important is the terede or ship- 
worm, of which there are several species in 
our waters, These are treated at length in 
the second part of the paper. 

The history of mulluse culture in Acadia 
was then traced, showing that a rude form 
of culture was practiced at St. Croix Island 
in 1604, but that nothing had been dona 
since except a few attempts on a very small 
scale in Nova Scotia and Prince Edward 
Island to cultivate the oyster. ‘The neces- 
sity for government interference in and re- 
gulation of the oyster fishery w"s very en\- 
phatically set forth. The peculiar adapt- 
ability of the North Shore for oyster culture 
was pointed out and a zoological condition 
not generally taken into account, which 
would be very greatly in favor of (he cultura 
wis indicated. This is the entire absence 
froni the gulf of some of the many natural 
enemies of the oyster, and the great scarcit 
of others, The ‘‘dvill,” which docs suc 
grent damage in the United States, is quite 
rare, while the starfishes, which do as much 
damage annually to the oyster beds of tho 
lutter country as the whole Canadian oyster 
fishery ig worth, are not common and nearly

How Long It Takes for an Idea to Reach the 
Brain, 

Some of the readers bave no doubt fre« 
quently made use of the expression “quick 
as thought,” but havyeany okthed ever stop- 
ped to consider how quick thought is? A 
writer in the Ninetcenth Centtry has mad¢ 
some interesting calculations regarding thé 
comparative longth of time it takes to call 
to mind various every-day facts. 

It takes about two-fifthw of a second ta 
call to wind the country in whi h'a well- 
known town ia situated, or the language. in 
which a familiar author wrote. We cau 
think of the name of next month in half thé 
time we need to think of the name of last 
month.

THE JESUITS. 


Ontario has worked itself into astate of 
excitement over the Jesuit Estates Act un- 
precedented in so short a time; and that, 
too, on behalf of the Protestants of the 
Province of Quebec, who do not seem to 
have gone wild over the great interest taken 
in their welfare by their compatriots in this 
Province. In short, nothing was heard of 
; the monstrous outrage, as it is termed, un- 

tilan opportunity offered to make an on- 
slaught upon the Dominion Government, 
because the bill was not disallowed by them. 
Then the iniquity of Mercier's act began to 
dawn upon the minds of certain Protestant 
clergy, whothereupon poured forth their vials 
of wrath, not upon the perpetrators of the 
_ deed, but upon those who did not think it 
their duty to wrench the constitution, and 
; _ thereby involye the country in turmoil and 
& politico religious war. 

Goldwin Smith and the Mail saw their 
opportunity, seized it, and are now revel- 
ling in delight over the storm they have 
raised. The former, in order to excite the 
honest prejudice of a large body of electors 
in Ontario, dishovestly says; The Orange 
Society was denied incorporation, and the 
Jesuits were given it, To read his vapor- 
ings those who knew no better would be 
led to the oonolusion that it was the same 
legislative body who denied a privilege toa 
Protestant society and gave it to Roman 
: Oatholics. Itis true the Roman Oatholic 

representatives in the Dominion Parlia- 

ment succeeded, with the aid of the Protest- 
, ant Grits from Ontario, in defeating a bill 
for the incorporation of the Orange So- 
ciety ; and it is equally troe that it was 
the Roman Oatholics, with the aid of the 

Protestants in the Quebec Legislature, who 

gave the Act of Incorporation to the Jcsuite, 
; and then appropriated a large sum of money 
from the publi> funds of the Province to 
endow them, 

Let usin justice draw a contrast. Nut 
many ysars ago the New Brunswick Legis- 
lavure passed a bill incorporating the Or 
ange Society in that Province ; it received 
the assent of the Governor and was for- 
warded to Ottawa with other bills, passed 
at the same session, Nu objection that we 
: ever heard of was taken by the Roman 
Catholic members ot the Cabinet, or of 
Quebec, or of Ontario, or elsswhere, to its 
going into full operation. No excitement 
was created in Quebec over the matter. 
“Abt we hear some say, “the Orange 
Society is British and loyal, whilst the J«s 
uita are neither.” That point we do not 
Propose to argue just now ; but one thivg 
in, certain, namely, that Orang-ism ia to 
Roman Catholics, however much mistaken 
in their views they may be of its true char- 
acter, what Jesvitism is to Protestante.

$60,000 for school purposes, boing a sam in 
proportion to their population, How was 
this received by our Protestant fellow sub- 
jects in Quebsc? The answor is found in 
the fact that no division took place in the 
popular branch of the Legislature, Mosara. 
Qwens and Hall alone taking exception to 
the interference of the Holy See, and after 
an explanation made by the Premier, the 
bill was unanimously assented to, When 
it went to the Legislative Council, a debate 
arising, leading Protestant representatives 
gave their reasons for supporting the enact- 
ment.

“Hon D, A. Roea: “Some newspapers have 
sown me uo asa friend of tye Jesuits aod as a 
bad Protestant, beosnse Tle ¢ ins amiaa ce to 
the settlement of this question, I will answer 
it by sa ing that I am veither » friend por an 
enemy of the Jesuits. We had to desl with a 

nestion of jastice, «nd IT gave it my eapport, 
The Pr tea.ants toemeelves ontertain the belief 
that the Jesuits deserve some cowpenratwn for 
the estates taken away from them, More ver, 
the Protestents whom I represent in the Cabi 
not, are well #s isfied with the settlement of this 
question, as you have h ard the bon council or 
fr Wellington @ press it, and with the indem- 
nity which ‘alls to their lot.” 


This is the status of the Jesuit affair, so 
far as the Proteatauts of Quebeo are con- 
cerned. If, as we have stated, the Act of 
Mr. Mercier is unconstitutional, let it be 
taken to the courts for adjudication, and 
not embroil the country in an agitation 
which will end in no good. 

The position of the Government to-day 
is the same as it was some years ago, when 
a demand was made upon it to disallow the’ 
New Brunswick School Bill, which with 
held from the Roman Catholics of that 
Province rights to which they oontendea 
they were entitled, The ministry of that 
day refused to interfere, upon the grounds 
that the people of New Brunswick were 
within cheir rights, under the constitution, 
in refusing the Roman Catholics the privi- 
leges they sought, and thatit was not with 
in the province of the Dominion Cabinet 
to interfere, In this the Government were 
sustained by the Imperial authorities. 
Much as we dislike Jesuitiem and abhorits 
teachings, we are convincéd the Dominion 
Government have taken the only course 
open to them, that is, not to interfere in 
such matters, but let the Provinces dispose 
of their money as they pleass, so long as it 
is not used againat the state. Any other 
course would soon rend this confederation 
asunder

THE AURIVAL AT GUELPA, 


Thousands Crowd the Station and Intense 
Excitoment Proyails—The Inquest : 


Gurveu, Marchi 27.—The' rows that the 
murderer was to be brought to Guelpl by the 
8 o'clock train quickly spread over the city 
during the alternoon, and balfan hour before 
the train was due au immense throng awamed 
its appearaice. The platform wasjammed, the 

ards filled and the station and neimgh- 
oclae fencea covered with people cager 
to geb a glance of ther former respected 
citizen. Sheriff McKim, Mayor Gowdy 
and Officera Keikley, Dooley and Hammond 
weroon the platfoun keeping an entratice 
clear, Tt Waa thought by everybody that the 
train would atop at the depot. In this the 
asombled multitude were disappointed. The 
train hove in sight, bowled along down the 
bend and with a whiz switebed \past the 
station and going up. the track,a 
quarter of a. mile stopped opposite 
the Polics Station, The effect on the throng 
was jike the sudden stoppage of a mountain 
curreut. One minute the crowd stool on tip- 
toe in expectation and tle next thousands of 
people were precipitated into a mad race for 
the Police Station. Men, women and children 
fell over wach other in the dust in their in- 
ordinate desire to see the prisoner. 

Before any of the, eprinting thousands 
reached the Police Court building Chief Rau- 
dall, wlio bad gune to Toronto to bring the 
murderer back, liad lodged him safely 1n the 
court room md the doors were barred, 

The prisoner walked qnietly over from the 
train and sat in a chair given tohim. He 


looked like a man who had Been bumi- 
liated to the lowest degrte’ and one 
who had given over all hope, 

sat with “his back facing the ma- 


giatorial chair, Lis head bowed to the right 
side and the tailef hismackintosh thrown over 
bis hands to éonceal the handcuffs. He looked 
ateadfanily of the floor but the regular and 
quick nictation of his oyes shuwed Mlainly that. 
he was ahve to what was going on. e re- 
mained in this posture till Police. Magistrate 
Sourders ascended the, bench, “Then Chief 

Randall went up to him andesiid; “Get up 
till (fice your chair to the court.” Harvey 
arose and when the chair was rurned he sat 
down again,

Alter the defendant left 
her Inst May she kept coinpany for some 
time with Thomas McDonald, for whom she 
seemed to have a high regard. A couple of 
letters weré réud in court, in one of which 
she asked the defendant to return her cor- 
respondence. Evidence was taken showing 
that the plaintiff and defendant were in 
the habit of occupying a lounge together 
until a late hour and antil the other mem. 
bers of her family had retired. On these 
occasions it was that the impropriety 
occurred. 

Nellie and Amelia Kirby, sisters of the 
plaintiff, swore that the existence of the en- 

agement of marriage was well Known. The 
ast note which Alice wrote to her lover 
was as follows: ‘John Archie: please come 
out immediately, I want to see you. You 
will know what fs the matter. I wish I 
were dead. Avice Kirsy.” 

The jury retired for about 14 hours and 
returned a verdict giving $7000 to the 
plaintiff. This Mr. Justice Rose pointed 
out was too large a sum, as only $5000 bad 
been claimed. ‘he verdict accordingly was 
reduced to $5000.

AN HOUR WITHOLP PROBS 


OBSERVING A WEATHER OBSERVER 
AT WORK. 


The Methods Used in the Manufacture of 
Weather Probabilites—The Pecullari* 


ties of Storm Centres; 

The avernge citizen, when he reads the 
weather probabilities in his daily paper, 
runs away with the belief that the predic 
tions are made by a Government salaried 
descendant of Ananias with an abnormally 
developed faculty for guessing, He reads 
the predictions ola storm for the following 
day and laya out his storm cout and um- 
brella, but if hia pet corn fuils to disturb hig 
reat he will ignore the Warning with are- 
newed confidence im hissown weather indi. 
cator and a strengthened conviction that 
weather prognostications are snares and de- 
lusions. It is difficult to convince him that 
with the present facilities for obtaining in- 
formation concerning the causes, presence 
and progress of storms, the work of pre- 
dicting the condition of the weather from 24 
to 48 hours in advance is reduced to an ab- 
solute science. Yet such is the case, as an 
examination of the work done daily at thd 
Meteorological Observutory will give ample 
evidence. The Toronto Observatory is ono 
ef (he tvet equipped in the wo#d, and ite 
workings far above thé average in point of 
accuracy. Tho basis for the weather pre- 
dictions is furnished from daily weather 
bulletins from ninety-seven signal stationg 
at various points in the United States and 
Canada, extending from Key West, Florida, 
to Bird Rocks, from Calgary to Halifax, 
New York to San Francisco, and covering 
psrticularly the Be ice which are the home 
of storm centres. These reports which ard 
received at 8a. m. and 10 p, m., give the res 
cord of the barometer réduced to sea level 
the temperature, the dew point, kind of 
weather, direction and yelocity of wind, 
kind, direction and amount of upper and 
lower clouds, rainfall, ifany, and whether 
or not there is probability of a storm at tha 
station sending the report. The result of 
these réports is entered upon a weather map 
which shows the location of the different sigs 
nal stations ind the regions affected by the re 
ports therefrom. Lines gre then drawn coné 
necting all stations at which the borometes 
readings may be the same, or nearly so, somd 
of these lines drawn as described form closd 
curves. Some enclose locations at which 
the barometer is higher than at points out. 
side the circle or curve, and vice versa. The 
air has a tendency to force itself from placed 
where the barometer is high to places wherd 
itis low. The rotation of the earth however 
has a tendency to deflect the wind from a 
right angle in blowing toward theso lines, sa 
that it blows across them, in the interior 
the co.:inent at an average angle of 45 de- 
grees while at sea the deflection is consider- 
ably less. Owing to the rotation of the wind, 
those areas in which the barometer readin 
is lower inside the close curve are call 
cyclones or storm centres, Where the baro- 
meter reading is higher within the closq 
curve than out the winds blow outward and 


are Og deflected to the right so that the 
lation is opposite«to that of the 
the cyclones. These areas are called anti. 


circu 


cyclones. The storm centres then are in thd 
areas where the barometer reading is low, 
surrounded by places where the reading id 


higher, Given a storm centre, with thd | 
reading of the barometer and rhermpometers 


the velocity and direction of the wind, an 
the work of predicting the weather in ads 
vance is in-a measure easy. It would 


be easy were it not for the fact that the} 
most unforeseen and apparently impro- 
bable circumstances may arise and de. 
flect a storm from its natural ccurse of 
destroy its power entirely. This moves 
thé clement of certainty from predic¢ 


tions and calls for the exercise jade: 

cula- 
tion of the chances of such changes and q 
general judgment possessed by #1 ccessful 
observers. ‘The velocity of the wind depends 


ment based upon experience, close ca 


upon the position ofthe close curves men- 


tioned already. The closer the curves ard 


together the greater is the force with which 
the air is pressed from the higher to the 
lower areas, and greater accordingly is the 


velocity of the wind. The character of thd 


weather too is governed by the distribution 
of pressure. n anti-cyclone areas tho 
weather is mostly fair. The direction of a 
storm, leaving astorm centre, is indicated 
by increased cloudinéss, and the passage of 
the 


storm is again followed by clearing 


weather. If the changes in the distribution 


of pressure could be judged the observers 
could tell with precision the character of the 


weather in advance. As this pressure is 


subject to change from various causes the 


jpasmens of the observer must supply the 


ink that science has lost and this substitutes 


probability for what would otherwise be ab- 


solute certainty. Conditions that effect 


changes in predictions vary w) h the seasons 
and thus make another demanu ‘pon the ob- 
servers judgment, In May and June for in- 
stance there are frequent important areas in 
the west that give promise of astorm that 
will take an easterly course. Curious to ob- 
serve however, these storms seldom advance 
further east than Lake Michigan aud then 
recede although having all of the indica- 
tions that would warrant the observér in 
Toronto in other seasons of the year to hoist 
his storm flag very high: A knowledge of 
these eccentricities of storm centres in cer- 
tain seasons is indispensable to the obser- 
ver’s success. The machinery and appli- 
ances used in recording the barometer and 
thermometer reading, in the Toronto obser- 
vatory are marvols of mechanical skill, and 
enable the observers to be absolutely correct 
in their work.

To the Editor of the Intelligencer. 

Siun,—Although Mr. Priogle’s scheme of 
aiding mdustries was adopted by a large 
majority at Tuesday night’s meeting, I did 
not yote ia fayor of giving proprietors who 
aro already located here money bonuses on 
the same terms as those who would come 
from outside the city. My reasons for not 
doing #0 were and are as follows: 1 clatm 
that we should place any money We give As 
bonuses to manufacturora where it will do 
the city the mest good; in other words, | 
contend that in giving bonuses we should 
give them to those from whom we will re- 
ovive the greatest returns. Now it appears 
to me, that if we can induce manufacturers 
located in other sections of this or any other 
country to locate their factories hure, we 
shall receive more for our money than if we 
gave it on the same conditions to those al 
ready on the ground, How so? Because 
manufacturers coming from other parts 
would have to erect buildings,—** tal! 
chimneys,” and put in machinery, all of 
which would give our masons, bricklayers, 
carpenters, and painters much needed 
employment, and much monéy would 
be brought and expended here by thismeans 
that would not, if bonuse# were given to 
those here who havé factories already erect- 
ed, even should they increase their capa 
city to some extent. And this is not all 
the benefit there is to be derived from in- 
ducing outsiders wo loodte their factories 
here, for by getting these new buildings, 
eto., wo get additional revenue in the shapy 
of taxes after the exemption from taxes on 
these buildings ceases, and in this way, in 
course of time, the city will receive back 
all the money given in bonuses, Besides 
all this, proprietora coming from other 
places will want good dwellings to reside 
in, which would be an additional benefit to 
the city, that would not be derived by giv 
ing to men already living here, Under 
these circumstances I claimed, in the com- 
mittee, and do now, that we should dis 
criminate in fayor of manufacturers com 
ing from a distance to locate bere, In the 
comtnittee I said, on the spar of the mo- 
ment, that there should be a discrimina- 
tion of at least 10% in favor of those com- 
ing from outeide of the city, but L_ now 
claim, after mature consideration, that 25 
or 30 per cent, less bonus should be 
given proprietors already located here,than 
to those coming fromother;laces For hy 
securing the latter, as I have shown, we 
will get new blood, new buildings, additioqu- 
a] capital and eventually a large increase of 
revenue that we would not receive othe 
wise ; of all of which this city is soreiy in 
need. A word to the wise was sufficient. 

Some members of the committee arguéd 
that the stove foundry should receive just 
as large a percentage of bonus, in propor- 
tion to the number of men employed, as a 
factory coming from another locality here, 
because that the present owners have lost 
money in the foundry in the past. Well, 
while | am very anxious to see the foundry 
in operation again, and alao sympathize 
with those who lost, money in it, I am at 
the same time more anxious that our mon 
ey should be expended in the most advan- 
tageous manner possible, especially as I be- 
lieve most of those who now own the foun- 
dry are in very good ciroumstances finan 
cially. So L believe the foundry, as wellas 
any other industry already located here, 
should be discriminated against to the ex 
tent of at least 25 per cent. in comparison 
with new industries, 

[trust the policy set forth herein will 
be duly considered at the meeting in the 
City Hall this evening, and by our City 
Oounoll when they discuss the subject.

Our Harbor Bill, 


FULL TEXT OF THE MEASURE 


An Act Respecting the Harbor of 
Bolleviile, in the Provinces of On 
tario 


Whoroas it is oxpudiont to make better 
provision for the improvement and man 
agoment of the harbor of Bolloville, in the 
Province of Ontario Therefore Her Ma 
jesty, by and with the advice and consent 
of the Senate and House of Commons of 
Canada, enacts aa follows 

1. Tho harbor of Bollovillo shall, for the 
purposes of this Act, comprise so much of 
the wators of tho Bay of Quinte as is includ- 
od in the following boundaries: commenc 
ing at a point whore tho boundary between 
the townships of Sidney and Thurlow meets 
the waters of the Bay of Quinto, thence 
oasterly along the Bay of Quinte and the 
mouth of the Moira River, following high 
water mark, to tho line forming the east 
limit of lot number seven in the firat con- 
cession of the township of Thurlow, thence 
southerly along an imaginary line forming 
a prolongation of such last mentioned line, 
to a distance of Hhlf a mile from high water 
mark, thence Westerly to a point on an im 
oginary line forming a prolongation of the 
said boundary between tho townships of 
Sidney aud Thurlow, and half a milo from 
high water mark, thence northerly along 
the said imaginary line to the place of be- 
ginning. 

2. The Mayor of the City of Belleville, 
for the time being, and two persons ap- 
pointed from time to time by the Governor 
in Counci), shall be commissioners under 
this Act to have tho superintendence of the 
harbor and harbor master of the port of 
Bolloville, oy, 

3. The harbor 2:0mmissioners 50 appoint- 
od, or a majority of them, may from time 
to time appoint a fit and proper person to 
be harbor master for the said port of Belle- 
ville, and such harbor master may be paid 
out of the harbor dues hereinafter wention- 
ed such salary not exceeding six hundred 
dollars per annum, as the harbor commis- 
sioners, with the approval of the Minister 
of Marine and Fisheries, direct. 

4. The commissioners and harbor master 
appointed under this Act shall bo under 
the control of the Miniater of Marioe and 
Fisheries, to whom they shall respectively 
furuish a report in writing and on oath, on 
or as soon a8 possible after the thirty first 
day of December in wach year, of their do- 
ings in office, and of the moneys received 
and expended by them. 

5. The said commissioners may, from 
time to time, with the consent of the Gov 
ernor in Council, make, repeal or amend 
rules and regulations defining the rightr, 
powers and duties of the harbor master ot 
the said port, and the use, management and 
government of the said harbor; and by 
such ruler and regulations they may impose 
reasonable penalties, not in any case ex- 
ceeding one hundred dollars, for any breach 
of such rules and regulations, with, in the 
case of continuing breach thereof, a further 
penalty not exceeding ten dollars, for every 
twelve hours during which such breach 
continues, but so that nosuch’rule or regu- 
lation shall impose a minimum penalty ; 
and every breach of any such rule or regu 
Intion shall bo deemed an offence agaiust 
thia Act, and every such penalty shall be 
held to be a penalty imposed by this Act. 

6. The said commissioncrashal! place and 
maintain the necessary buoys and bescons 
ia and for the said harbor, 

7. The harbor master shall collect the 
ratés and dues hereinafter mentioned, and 
shall prosecute every person who yiolates 
any rule or regulation made und+r this Act, 
and the harbor commissioners shall see that 
such prosecutions are brought ond etlect- 
ively conducted, 

8. The harbor commissioners may impose, 
levy and collect on all goods, wares, mer- 
chandise and chattels shipped on board or 
londed from any vessel or other craft within 
the limits of the harbor, and upon logs, tim- 
ber, pine, cedar, and railway ties passing 
down the River Moira through or inte the 
harbor, or placed in the watera of the har- 
bor in any manner whatsoever, and on all 
vessels or craft entering the harbor, the 
rates and dues set forth in the echedule to 
this Act; and until paymentof euch ra‘es and 
dues the harbor commissioners shall have a 
lien on the goods, wares, merchandise, and 
chattels, in respect of which such rates 
and dues are payable and may detain the 
same, as also the vessel on which they are 
shipped or from which they are landed, 
and likewise any vessel or craft liable for 
the payment of any rates and dues under 
this Act, until the same are paid in full; 
and the lien in this section mentioned may 
be enforced by sale, after reasonable no- 
tice, by public auction of the article in re- 
spect of which the rates or dues have not 
been paid, ten days after such rates and 
dues have become payable ; - 

The harbor commissioners, with the con- 
sent of the Governor in Council, may,from 
time to time, vary or add to the tarilf of 
rates and dues sot forth in the schedu'e to 
this Act, but no such variation or addition 
shail have force or effect until it has been 
published in the Canada Gasette. 

9, The harbor commissioners shall ex- 
pend so much of the moneys collected by 
the harbor master as hereinbefore provided, 
as remains after the payment of the salary 
of the harbor master and after making pro- 
vision in respect of the payment of the 
principal and interest of any loan effected 
under the pr visions of the next following 
section and defrayiog the necessary expens 
es of the maintenance and repairs of the 
said harbor, buoys, beacons and other ap- 
purtenances, in improving the said harbor 
and its appurtenances, in such manner and 
according to such plan as may be suggested 
by them, and approved by the Minister of 
Marine and Fisheries, 

10. The harbor commissionors from time

DEATH OF “CLUTCH” DONOHUE. 


The Old Fort Eric Motelkeeper nnd ex-Con 
Vict Ends His Days ia the Hosptial 


KINostox, March 28.—Johu Donohue, bet- 
ter known as “Cluteb," died thie moming ae 
l'Hotel Dieu, He lind been a convict in the 
penitentiary for some time, byt Jast Friday 
was pardoned and released os death was ini 
minent from a blood disease that m wifasted 
itself iv ulcerating sores all over the body.

You nay employ on its mysteries the rule 
of inultipligation or subtraction, There are 
things, as my toxt suggests, hard to be 
understood, but I'shall solve some of them, 
hoping to leave upon all honest mindel 
people the impression that if four or five of

Hard thing the first; The Bible says the 
world was created in six days, while geo- 
logy says it was hundreds of thousands of 
years in process of pi ding “In the be- 
ginning, God created the heaven ond the 
earth.” ‘Inthe beginning.” There you 
can roll in ten million years if you want to, 
There is no particular date given—no con- 
tost between science aud revelation. Though 
tle world may have been in process of crea- 
tion for millious of years, suddenly and 
guickly, and in one week, it may hays been 
fitted up for man’s residence, Just as a
